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COMMENDATORY. 



From the address of Grand H. P. J. H. Barlow, at the May session, 
A. D. 1870: 

From our efficient Grand Secretary I learn that the proceedings of the 
Grand Chapter from its organization up to 1855, have never been printed, 
and are only recorded in manuscript in tlie office of the Grand Secretary. 
We are one of the oldest Grand Chapters in the United States, and it is 
important that its early records should be carefully preserved. The situ- 
ation in which these are now, not only renders them inaccessible to a large 
portion of the Royal Craft, but are liable to be lost or destroyed by 
accident. I recommend that the Grand Secretary be instructed to have a 
sufficient number printed for the present and future wants of the Grand 
Chapter. Those early records, with a short historical sketch of some of 
its oldest Chapters, would make a volume that I think would be much 
sought«for and should be in the possession of every Chapter in' this juris- 
diction. I trust this subject will receive that attention at your hands 
which its importance demands. 

From the report of the Committee on the Grand High Priest's address, 
May session, A. D. 1870 : 

That so much of the said address as refers to the past proceedings of 
this Grand Chapter, be referred to the Grand Secretary, with power. 

From the address of Grand High Priest, Charles W. Steams, May 
session, A. D. 1872 : 

My predecessors have often spoken to you of the importance of com- 
piling and publishing the earlier records of this Grand Chapter. I think 
a committee has been appointed for this purpose, and for collecting such 
materials as might be available for a historical sketch of Royal Arch 
Masonry in this State. How far this committee have progressed in this 
work, I know not. This much is certain ; the work cannot be accom- 
plished with the present state of the treasury. I would, therefore, recom- 
mend that the fees from the subordinate Chapters be temporarily increased 
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until a sufficient amount shall have been raised to accomplish this impor- 
tant work. 

I need not enlarge upon the importance of this matter; I only urge 
you to provide the means that the work may be carried forward without 
further delay, for, as time advances, the difficulties will increase. Our 
older Companions are passing away, and much valuable information, 
which may be obtained from them, will be forever lost. Let us procasti- 
nate no longer. 

Resolution adopted from the report of the special committee, May 
session, A. D. 1872 : 

Besohed, Tliat the additional fee of two dollars for each exaltation be 
required from the subordinate Chapters, until a sufficient sum is accumu- 
lated to defray the expenses of printing 1,000 copies of the early records 
of this Grand Chapter, which are not already in print ; and that the 
Grand Secretary be directed to cause said records to be printed as soon as 
the requisite amount is obtained. 



INTRODUCTORY. 



In presenting to the Royal Craft of this State, a reprint of the 
proceedings of our Grand Chapter, from its organization in 1798, 
as has been provided by a vote of the Grand Body, a few ex- 
planations will be necessary to show why they are not complete 
before the year 1805. The records show that until the year 
1812, no written record was kept, when Companion Levi H. 
Clark was elected Grand Secretary, and he proceeded to collect 
such as had been printed or written, which he found on file, and 
duly transcribed them into, our present book of records, with a 
postscript at the bottom of each, stating its authenticity. 

The first record is of the convention held at Hartford on the 
17th day of May, A. D. 1798, and as will be seen was copied 
from a printed one, duly attested, and I can further vouch for its 
authenticity by one of the original now in my possession. No 
other record was preserved until the half yearly convocation 
held at New Haven in October, A. D. 1805, after which they are 
regularly recorded. 

In addition to the record of 1798, I have also received a 
printed copy of a regular convocation held in Hartford on the 
16th day of May, A. D. 1799, which I have caused, to be 
printed in the present volume, the original now being in my 
possession. 

Although the* organization of a Grand Chapter in this jijris- 
diction was delayed until the year 1798, yet there exists con- 
clusive evidence to show that there were half-yearly convocations 
of the Chapters, to legislate for the good of the craft, the first 
of which was held in Hartford, July 5th, A. D. 1796. The 
early records of Washington Chapter, No. 3, Solomon Chapter, 
No. 5 (now No. 3), and of Vanden Broeck Chapter, No. 5, 
allude to this convention, before and after it took place, by 
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"emergency requires a specjal meeting, the High Priest is hereby authorized 
to call a chapter at a convenient time. 

AKTICLE III. 

The officers of the Chapter are a High Priest, a King, a Scribe, Zerab- 
babel, a Royal Arch Captain, three Grand Masters, a Treasurer, a Secretary, 
an Architect, a Clothier and a Tyler. 

ABTICI.E rv. 
The election of officers shall be held annually at the regular meeting on 
the second Friday in the month of May, where they are to be chosen by 
ballot, except the Architect, Clothier and Secretary, who are to be appointed 
in the manner following: the Architect by the High Priest, the Clothier 
by the King, and the Secretary by the Scribe. 

AKTICLB V. 

The officers above mentioned are to attend to every meeting, either 
regular or special, precisely at the hour appointed, which is, from the 
month of September to March, at 6 o'clock P. M., and from March to 
September, at 7 o'clock P. M. For non-attendance at the hour prescribed, 
the High Priest, King and Scribe shall each forfeit two shillings, and the 
other officers one shilling, and every other member six pence, for the benefit 
of the fund, only prevented by some sufficient reason to be determined by 
the Chapter. 

AETICLE VI. 

The Chapter to be opened precisely one half hour after the time 
appointed for meeting, and none but members shall be admitted in the 
room before that time, without permission from the High Priest, and no 
visiting Brother shall be admitted unless introduced by a member. 

AETICLE TIL 

After the Chapter is opened, neither member or visitor shall be admitted, 
but on giving the signs and pass words to the Grand Masters, and to the 
Royal Arch Captain. 

AKTICLE vin. 
It shall be the duty of the High Priest to preside at every meeting, to 
direct the business, and to give occasionally a lecture ; of the King to 
preside in the absence of the High Priest, and to assist him in his duty ; 
of the Scribe to preside in the absence of both, to cause the Secretary to 
enter in a fair and regular manner the proceedings of the Chapter in a 
book provided for that purpose, to summons the members for attendance 
at every regular and special meeting, and also to administer the obli- 
gation ; of Zerubbabel to superintend the arrangements of the Chapter • 
of the Royal Arch Captain to keep watch at the Sanctuary ; of the 
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three Grand Masters to watch the vails ; of the Treasurer to receive the • 
monies, to keep an account thereof, and to pay none but on the warrant 
of the High Priest, and to render an account at the meeting previous to 
the annual election; of the Secretary to keep the minutes, under the 
direction of the Scribe, to receive the fees for admission, and pay the same 
to the Treasurer ; of the Clothier to provide and to take care of the 
clothing ; of the Architect to provide and take care of the furniture. 

AKTICIiE IX. 

The clothing of the Chapter is to remain in the care of the Clothier, and 
none of the members shall be at liberty to take away such clothing under 
any pretense whatever. 

ABTICLB X. 

No candidate can be proposed for admittance but those who have been 
Masters of the Chair, or elected to that office, or who "ean prove by a 
certificate of the Lodge to which they belong that they have been six 
months Master Masons. 

ARTICLE XI. 

The candidates to be proposed are to be of generous, honest and 
industrious principles, who are influenced by the solemnity of our order, 
and who have given proofs in their former degrees of their attachment to 
good order, regularity, and the principles of Masonry. 

ARTICLE XII. 

Candidates for admission, or a Royal Arch Mason who wishes to join 
this Chapter, are to be proposed at a regular meeting, and to be balloted 
for at any following meeting, which balloting is to be immediately after 
the opening of the Chapter, when one dissenting ball shall reject him. 
Sojourners of a good character are excepted, and can be proposed and 
balloted for the same night, provided they are well recommended. 

ARTICLE XIII. 

If any Master Mason, of good report and well recommended, is to leave 
this country, or this town, in such a manner that it is not possible for him 
to attend, when the time of six months of his being Master Mason is 
expired, the tenth article can be dispensed with. 

ARTICLE xrv. 
The fees of admission to the Royal Arch degree shall be Five Dollars, 
including all expenses, and a Royal Arch Mason who is anxious to join 
this Chapter shall pay five shillings, and three shillings to the Tyler. 

ARTICLE XV. 

The fees are to be paid to the Secretary before the admission. 
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ARTICLE XVI. 

When the Chapter is opened, no liquor of any kind whatever shall be 
allowed in the room, and should any be previously used by any member 
it shall be at his own expense. 

AKTiCLE xvn. 
Decorum and regularity are to be strictly observed, every officer and 
member shall keep their proper station, and not remove therefrom without 
leave of the Chair. 

ABTICLE XVIII. 

The foregoing regulations shall be binding until altered or revoked by 
two-thirds of the members present at a stated meeting. 

Hiram Chapter, No. 1, continued prosperously until the year 1835, which 
is the date of tSe last record, when the officers were duly elected, and for 
several years after was represented at the annual convocations of the 
Grand Chapter ; but eventually was obliged to give up its charter. At 
the j\Iay session in 1870 this Chapter was revived, and a new charter 
issued, under the name of Hiram Chapter, No. 1 , the old charter having 
been lost, since which time it has continued comparatively prosperous. 

FRANKLIN CHAPTER, No. 2. 

The first charter of Franklin Chapter, No. 2, located at New Haven, 
was granted by Washington Chapter of New York, and dated May 20th, 
A. D. 1795. At the formation of the Grand Chapter of Connecticut, this 
charter was returned and a new one issued, which has been retained ever 
since, and the meetings have continued uninterrupted from that time to 
the present. In regard to its early history, no facts have been presented 
in reference to it. Suffice it to say that Franklin Chapter, No. 3, has from 
its organization been the most prosperous of any in the jurisdiction, and 
can boast of the largest membership of any in the State ; and has ever 
contributed her support to the Grand Chapter, and a full quota of lier 
members have filled important positions of trust and honor in the Grand 
Chapter of Connecticut. 

WASHINGTON CHAPTER, No, 3. 

The early history of this Chapter is somewhat peculiar, as its records 
date back to A. D. 1783, although the first charter was not granted until 
March 15th, 1796, thirteen years after. It is undoubtedly the first record 
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of anything pertaining to an organization of Boyal Arch Masons in this 
jurisdiction ; and we give it here as we took it from their old records, 
now carefully preserved, and in the possession of the Chapter at Middle- 
town. 

INSTITUTION OP THE GRAND R. A. CHAPTER. 
We, the subscribers, members of St. John's Lodge, No. 3, in Middle- 
town, State of Connecticut, having been duly initiated into the Most 
Sublime degree of an Excellent, Super Excellent and Royal Arch Mason, 
in regular constituted Royal Arch Chapters, for the purpose of promoting 
the Royal Craft, assemble ourselves at the Lodge Room, in said Middle- 
town, at Mrs. Abigail Shaler's, after properly examining each other, and 
finding each and every one of ns to have been regularly made, agreed to 
form ourselves into a Royal Arch Chapter, u^der sanction of St. John's 
Lodge. 

Witness our hands this 5th day of September, A. D. 17§3, and of Royal 
■Arch Masonry 3783.

We then duly opened and held the first regular Grand Royal Arch 
Chapter, and proceeded to make choice of a Scribe, and Brother Edward 
Miller was chosen. 

We tlien proceeded to elect an High Priest to serve for three months, 
and the ballots being taken, Brother Oliver Lewis' was unanimously 
chosen. Then proceeded to choice of a Captain General, or R. A. C, for 
the aforesaid term, the ballots being taken, Brother John Lewis DeKoven 
was unanimously chosen ; then proceeded to choice of three Grand 
Masters, when Brother William Joyce was elected S. G. M., Brother 
William Redfield, second G. M., and Brother David Starr, third G. M. 

The first meeting after organization under St. John's Lodge, was held 
September 12th, A. D. 1783, and of Royal Arch Masonry 3783, at the 
Lodge Room of St. John's Lodge, at Mrs. Abigail Shaler's.

When Brother Jonathan Heart, a very well known vouched for Royal 
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Arcli Mason, was by each of us proposed, and by ballot became a member 
of this Grand Chapter. A letter from the "Worshipful Master of St. John's 
Lodge was read, asking this R. W. Grand Chapter to confer the most 
sublime degree of M. B. Royal Arch Mason upon him, when he was 
balloted for and unanimously passed. Next, Ralph Pomroy, Worshipful 
Master of St. John's Lodge, No. 4, by letter proposed himself and was 
elected. 

The first charter of Washington Chapter, No. 3, was granted by Wash- 
ington Chapter of New York City, and dated March 15th, A. L. 5796. 
The following is the copy of the original : ^ 

At a Washington Chapter of Royal Arch Masons, held in the City of 
New York, North America^ on Tuesday, the fifteenth day of March, A. 
L. 3796 : 
Whereas, our Brother, William Redfleld, in behalf of himself and sundry 

other Brothers, residing in Middletown, in the State of Coimecticut, did 

on this day present a Memorial to this Chapter, praying that they might 

be invested with sufficient power to form and hold a regular Chapter 

in Middleto^ aforesaid, and the prayer of the said memorial having 

been granted, 

Now be it known, that by virtue of the power to us regularly com- 
mitted, we have in ample form constituted these, our beloved Brethren, 
into a regular Chapter by the name and style of Washington Chapter of 
Royal Arch Masons, No. 3, held in the city of Middletown, Connecticut, 
and installed the several officers into their respective stations in the man- 
ner we have received it, to wit : 

The Most Worshipful Brother William Redfield, H. P., the Right Wor- 
shipful Brother Stephen T. Hosmer, K — g, and the Right Worshipful 
Brother, the Rev'd Abraham Jarvis, S — e, the Worshipful Brother Robert 
Warner, R. A. C, and the Worshipful Brother Thomas Leverett, Z — 1 ; the 
last four severally by Proxy. 

And our said Brothers, and their successors in office, are hereby author- 
ized and directed, by and with the assistance and concurrence of a majority 
of the members of the said Washington Chapter, duly to be summoned 
and present upon such occasions, to elect and install the officers of said 
Chapter as often as vacancies happen, in manner and form as is or may be 
prescribed and directed by the Constitution and General Laws of this the 
Mother Chapter ; but in no wise to have power to grant any Dispensation 
to hold any Chapter under them, or to install any other than the officers 
of the said Washington Chapter to be elected in manner and form afore- 
said. 

And further, we do hereby enjoin upon the said Washington Chapter, at 
least once in every year, immediately, or as soon after the election and 
installment of the several new officers, to communicate to us the state and 
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condition of the said Chapter, that we may know what Brethren have 
attained to this exalted degree, and who by their virtue and zeal for the 
prosperity and welfare of this Order have been promoted to office. 

In witness whereof, we, the presiding officers of Washington Chapter 
aforesaid, have hereunto set our hands and caused the seal of our 
said Chapter to be affixed,

At this meeting the following were admitted : Nathan Sage, William 
Douglas, Robert Warner, Stephen Ranney, Samuel Clark, Aseph Coleman, 
John McCarter and Wait Goodrich, and the record adds that Brothers 
John McCarter, of Colchester, Wait Goodrich, of Wethersfield, James 
Ward, of Hartford, and Lovejoy, of Suffield, were proposed. 

It was voted that Stephen Hosmer, Stephen Clay and Thomas Leverett 
be a committee to meet committees at Hartford. 

The second convocation was held August 4th, of the same year, when 
Brother James Ward was exalted to the degree of Royal Arch Mason. 

A vote was passed at this convocation to write to Vanden Broeck 
Chapter, No. 5, Colchester, in reference to violating jurisdiction. 

At the convocation held in May, 1797, a committee was appointed to 
meet the various committees from the other Royal Arch Chapters in this 
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State, on the third Thursday in May, to transact the business for which 
the semi-annual meeting is held. 

This Chapter has continued to work by the authority of the charter 
granted by "Washington Chapter of New York ever since; yet fully 
recognized, and acting as a constituted member of the Grand Chapter of 
Connecticut, contributing its full share of officers to the Grand Chapter, 
its first King being elected Grand High Priest of the Grand Chapter at 
its organization in 1798, at which time it took rank, and has since been 
known as Washington Chapter, No. 6. 

FRANKLIN CHAPTER, No. 4. 

Franklin Chapter, No. 4, located at Norwich, was organized on the 15th 
day of March, A. D. 1796, by a charter granted by Washington Chapter 
of New York City, to the following petitioners, to wit : Joseph Hunting- 
ton, Jacob Smith, Luther Spaulding, Consider Sterry, Elisha Tracy and 
John Warner. The following is a copy of the charter: 

PIKST CHAKTBE. 

At a Washington Chapter of Royal Arch Masons held in the city of 
New York, North America, on Tuesday, the 15th day of March, A. D. 
1796: 

Whereas, our Brother Elisha Tracy, in behalf of himself and sundry other 
Brethren, now residing at Norwich, in the State of Connecticut, did on ■ 
this day present a memorial to this Chapter, praying that they might 
be invested with sufficient power to form and hold a regular Chapter of 
Royal Arch JIasons, in Norwich aforesaid, the prayer of said memorial 
haying been granted. 

Now be it known, that by virtue of the power to us regularly committed, 
we have in ample form constituted these, our beloved Brethren, into a 
regular Chapter by the name and style of Franklin Chapter of Royal Arch 
Masons, No. 4, held in Norwich in Connecticut, and installed the several 
officers into their respective stations in the manner we have re'ceived it, 
to wit : 

The Right Worshipful Brother Elisha Tracy, H. P., the Most Worship- 
ful Brother Consider Sterry, K — g, the Right Worshipful Brother Joseph 
Huntington, S — e, the Worshipful John Warner, R. A. C, and the Wor- 
shipful Brother Jacob Smith, Z — 1 ; the last four severally by proxy. 

And our said, beloved Brethren, and their successors in office are here- 
by authorized and directed, by and with the assistance and concurrence of 
a majority of the members of said Franklin Chapter hereby constituted 
duly to be summoned and present on such occasions, to elect and install 
the officers of the said Chapter as often as vacancies happen in manner

and form as is or may be described and directed by the Constitution and 
general Laws of this, the Mother Chapter ; but in no wise to have power 
to grant any Dispensation or Warrant for the holding of any Chapter, or 
to install any other than the officers of the said Franklin Chapter, to be 
elected in manner and form aforesaid. 

And further, we do hereby enjoin upon the said Franklin Chapter, at 
least once in every year, immediately, or as soon as may be after the elec- 
tion and installment of the several officers, to communicate to us the state 
and condition of the said Chapter, that we may know what Brethren have 
attained to this exalted degree, and who by their virtue and zeal for 
the prosperity and welfare of this Order, have been promoted to office. 
In witness whereof, we, the presiding officers of the Washington Chap- 
ter, have hereunto set our hands and caused the seal of the said 
Chapter to be affixed.

At a convocation of the Grand Royal Arch Chapter, State of Connec- 
ticut, Hartford, May 10th, Anno Domini, 1821, this charter was duly 
surrendered, its authority duly recognized, and a new charter granted.

The new charter was granted, Thursday the 10th day of May, A. D. 
1821, at a convocation of the Grand Chapter of Connecticut, held in the 
city of Hartford, and was signed by Lyman Law, Grand High Priest, 
Laban Smith, Deputy Grand High Priest, T. H. Cushing, Grand King, E. 
Godrich, Jr., Grand Scribe, and John Mix, Grand Secretary. 

This charter remained in force until the session of the Grand Chapter, 
May 9th, A. D. 1839, when it was revoked for neglect in complying with 
the by-laws of the Grand Chapter, requiring subordinate chapters to be 
represented at the annual convocations. In 1845 the cliarter was restored, 
with the following endorsement, since which time it has continued pros- 
perous, and taken rank among the first in the jurisdiction : 

I certify that this charter of Franklin Chapter, No. 4, which had been 
revoked by an edict of the Grand Cliapter of Connecticut, May 9th, 1839, 
was restored to the Companions in Norwich, by a vote of said Grand 
Chapter, at the annual convocation in Tiartford, May 15th, 1845. 
In witness whereof, I have affixed hereunto the seal of said Grand Chap- 
ter, at New Haven, the 26th day of December, 1845.

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The following is the code of by-laws, adopted February 3d, A. D. 1809 : 

AKTICLB I. ANNUA! CONVOCATION. 

Franklin Chapter shall meet annually at their Chamber of Convocation 
in the city of Norwich, on the second Monday of June, at 3 o'clock P. 
M., for the choice and installation of officers. 

ABTICLB II. SPECIAL CONVOCATIONS. 

Special meetings may be convoked by the H. P., and in his absence by 
either the King or Scribe, according to seniority, whenever he or they may 
think proper, or deem it expedient, for the purpose of Exaltation and 
giving the preparatory steps thereof, or any other business interesting to 
said Chapter. And at said special meetings it shall or may be lawful and 
proper to propose candidates for the preparatory steps, and R. A. degrees, 
who may be balloted for, and if accepted, adcanced at the same meeting. 

AKTICLE m. ADMISSION CONDITIONED. 

No person shall be exalted to .the degree of R. A., or admitted to any of 
the preparatory steps thereto, except by the vnanimoifi vote of the Com- 
panions present at the time of taking such ballot. Nor shall any candi- 
date be ad:i)itted until the Treasurer shall have declared in open Chapter 
that he is satisfied of the fees. 

AETICLB IV. PEES. 

The fees for the preparatory steps in this Chapter shall be three dollars 
each, and for the R. A. eleven dollars. 

ARTICLE V. NOTIFICATION. 

Whenever any special Chapter shall be convoked as aforesaid, it shall 
be the duty of the officer ordering the same to direct the Secretary to 
summon the Companions by special summons, or by public advertisement, 
as he shall judge most expedient. But the annual meeting shall be con- 
voked by such advertisement only. 

ARTICLE VI. DISBURSEMENT OP MONEY. • 

No money belonging to this Chapter shall be paid out except by the 
order of the H. P. or presiding officer present. 

ARTICLE Vn. MEMBERSHIP. 

Any Companion having taken the aforesaid degrees in this Chapter, may 
become a member of the same by subscribing the By-Laws thereof. 'Any 
Companion who has received the affiresaid degrees in any regular consti- 
tuted Chapter, may become a member of this Chapter by a vote of two- 
thirds of the members present in his favor, he subscribing the By Laws 
and paying two dollars to the Treasurer for the use of the Chapter. 
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ASTICLK VIII. ELIGIBILITY OP THE EBJECTED. 

Any candidate having been balloted for and rejected, shall not be entitled 
to a place on the records of the Chapter for a second ballot within twelve 
months from the time of his having been so rejected, unless the person or 
persons so rejecting, within said term, request a new ballot for the can- 
didate. 

AKTIOLB IX. AUDITOBSHIP. 

The accounts of this Chapter witli the Treasurer shall be settled annually 
by a committee of three, to be chosen by said chapter for that purpose, and 
a report thereof made to the Chapter. 

ARTICLE X. EXPENSES OF KEFEESnMENTS. 

The expenses of refresliment for this Chapter shall be paid by the 
Treasurer out of the funds of said Chapter. 

ARTICLE XL NIGHTLY DUBS. 

Each member attending at any convocation of this Chapter shall pay a 
nightly due of twenty-five cents for each and every time he shall attend, 
whenever there shall be a supper provided for the refreshment of the 
Chapter. 

ARTICLE XII. REFRESHMENTS AUTHORIZED. 

Whenever the H. P. or presiding officer of this Chapter shall deem it 
proper, be may order and direct that a supper be furnished for the mem- 
bers of said Chapter. 

ARTICLE Xin. NON-MEMBERS. 

Any Companion being a member of any other Chapter, cannot, for the 
time being, be considered as a member of Franklin Chapter, and conse- 
quently not entitled to the privilege of membership. 

ARTICLE XIV. REFRESHMENTS. 

The ordinary refreshment of Franklin Chapter shall consist of brandy, 
gin and rum, crackers and cheese (if called for by the H. P. or presiding 
officer), of which all Companions present shall be entitled to, free of 
expense. 

ARTICLE XV. TYLER'S FEB. 

The Tyler's fee for tyling the Chapter shall be one dollar for each meet- 
ing, and one dollar for distributing the summonses. 

ARTICLE XTI.' EXPULSION. 

Any Companion of this Chapter may be expelled the same, on conviction 
by impeachment, by a vote of two-thirds of the members present. 
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ABTICLB XVII. PLACE OF BEFKESHMBNT. 

No refreshment may be taken or had in the Preparation Room, unless 
by special permission from the H. P. or presiding ofiBcer, and then to be 
furnished by the Stewards from the Convocation Room. 

AKTICLE XVIII. KEADI3SIG OF BY-LAWS. 

The By-Laws of Franklin Chapter shall be read by the Secretary before 
the closing of the Chapter, if requested from the Chair. 

SOLOMON CHAPTER, No. 5. 

The precise date of the organization of Solomon Chapter, No. 5, can- 
not be ascertained except by relying upon the date cf its first charter, 
which was granted by Washington Chapter of New York, March 15th, A. 
D. 1796. It seems, however, that it had an existence prior to this time, as 
the record of its first meeting is ufider date of December 29th, A. D. 1795, 
which gives no light in reference to its organizaticm, and seems to be the 
record of a Chapter which had been previously instituted. The record is 
as follows ; 

Dekby, December 29th, 1795. 
At a meeting of Solomon Chapter, present : 
Most Worshipful Brother Jesse Beach, H. P., 
Right "Worshipful Brother John Beers, King, 
WorshipCul Brother Pier E. Brandin, Scribe ^o tern. 
Joseph Wheeler, Ebmezer Graoy, Abijah Wilkinson, Samuel R. Mar- 
shall, Sheldon Curtis, Jonathan Courzon and Dan Tomlinson were pro- 
posed by Jesse Beach, to be made Royal Arch Masons. They were 
balloted for and made accordingly. 

Proceeded to the choice of officers as follows : 
Brother Samuel R. Marshall, Zerubbabel, 
" Sheldon Curtis, Captain, 
" Pier E. Brandin, First Grand Master, 
" Francis French, Second G-rand Master, 
" Eben Gracy, Third Grand Master, 
" Jonathan Courzon, Secretary, 
" Dan Tomlinson, Architect, 
" Abijah Wilcoxson, Clothier and Tyler. 
Then all the above ofiicers were duly installed, except Brother Edward 
Blakoilee, Scribe, who was absent. The Chapter duly closed. 

On August 30th, 1796, Brothers^ Jesse Beach, Daniel Hobrook, John 
Beers, Francis French, Sheldon Curtis, Pier E. Brandin and Edward 
Blakeslee were appointed a joint committee to attend the Convention in 
New Haven. 
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NoTember 29th of the same year just returns were made to Washington 
R. A. Chapter of New York. May 80th, 1797, the fees were raised to 
eight dollars for the R. A., to correspond with the action of the Conven- 
tion held in 1796. 

January 15th is the first notice of the Degree of Past Master, or Master 
in the Chair. The degi-ees of Mark Master and Most Excellent Master 
are not mentioned until a later period. March 27th, 1799, a meeting of 
this Chapter was held at the Lodge House in Waterbury, and several 
Brethren made Royal Arch Masons. In April, 1808, the Chapter recom- 
mended to the Grand Chapter the granting of a dispensation for a Chapter 
to be held in Woodbury. In June, 1812, the Chapter purchased an organ 
to be used at their several convocations. May 7th, 1813, the Chapter 
recommended to the Grand Chapter the establishment of a new Chapter 
in the town of Stratford, under the title of Jerusalem Chapter, No. — . 
In the year 1820 Companion Jeremy L. Cross instructed the Companions in 
the work and lectures. March 16th, 1825, the Chapter recommended to 
the Grand Chapter the granting of a Charter for a Chapter to be held at 
Masonic Hall in Oxford. 

Through the cxcitcm.ent of " Morgan times," and the persecution by 
the Anti-Masonic party, Solomon Chapter presented a firm front until the 
year 1840. Many of the old members being dead, and others removing 
to the West, the Charter was revoked by the Grand Chapter. 

Several of the members having returned to their old homes, the Chapter ■, 
was re-organized March 30th, 1853, and has been doing a fair amount of 
work since. 

The following is a copy of its first Charter, granted by Washington 
Chapter of New York : 

At a Washington Chapter of Ro^al Arch Masons, held in the City of 
New York, North America, on Tuesday, the fifteenth day of March, 
A. L. 3796 : 

Whereas, our Brother, Jesse Beach, in behalf of himself and sundry other 
Brethren now residing at Derby, in the State of Connecticut, did on 
this day present a Memorial to this Chapter, praying that th(y might 
be iavested with suiBcient power to form and hold a regular Chapter 
of Royal Arch Masons in Derby aforesaid, and the prayer of the said 
Memorial having been granted, 

Now be it known, that by virtue of the power to us regularly com- 
mitted, we have ia ample form constituted these, our beloved Brethren, 
into a regular Chapter by the name and style of Solomon Chapter of 
Royal Arch Masons, No. 5, held in the town of Derby, in the State of 
Connecticut, and irlstalled the several officers into their respective 
stations in the manner we have received it, to-wit : 

The Most Worshipful Brother Jesse Beach, H. P., the Right Worship- 
ful John Beers, K — g, the Right Worshipful Brother Edward Blaokslee, 
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S— e, the Worshipful Brother Pier E. Brandin, R. A. C, and the Wor- 
shipful Brother Francis French, Z— 1 ; the last four severally by proxy. 

And our said beloved Brethren, and their successors in office, are hertby 
authorized and directed by and with the assistance and concurrence of a 
majority of the members of the said Solomon Chapter hereby constituted, 
duly to be summoned and present on such occasions, to elect and install 
the officers of the said Chapter as often as vacancies hajspen, in manner 
and form as is or may be prescribed and directed by the Constitution and 
General Laws of this the Motlier Chapter ; but in no wise to have power 
to grant any Dispensation or Warrant for the holding of any Chapter, or 
to install any other than the officers of the said Solomon Chapter, to be 
elected in manner and form aforesaid. 

And further, we do hereby enjoin upon the said Solomon Chapter, at 
least once in every year, immediately, or as soon as may be after the elec- 
tion and installment of the several new officers, to communicate to us the 
state and condition of the said Chapter, that we may know what Brethren 
have attained to this exalted degree, and who, by their virtue and zeal 
for the prosperity and welfare of this Order, have been promoted to 
office. 

In witness whereof, we, the presiding officers of the Washington Chap- 
ter, have hereunto set our liauds, and caused the seal of the said 
Chapter to be affixed.

The following is endorsed on the back : 

At a convocation of the Grand Royal A rch Chapter of Connecticut, May 
lOtli, 1831, this Charter was surrendered, agreeable to the regulations of 
said Grand Chapter, its authority acknowledged, and a new Charter 
issued.

The foregoing Charter gives the Chapter the name and rank of Wash- 
ington Chapter, No. 5, but at the organization of the Grand Chapter its 
rank was changed to No. 3, since which lime it has been laiown as Wash 
ington Chapter, No. 3. Its career has been a useful and honorable one, 
and within the veils of its sanctuary have been brought to light in 
Capitular Masonry many who have been an honor to the Royal Craft in 
this jurisdiction. 
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VANDEN BROECK CHAPTER, No. 5. 

Vanden Broeck Chapter, No. 5, received its Charter from the Grand 
Chapter of New^ Yorli:, which was dated April iJth, A. D. 1796, but it is 
not known to be in existence, neither has a copy been preserved. This 
Chapter was represented by Eliphalet Bulkley, as High Priest, at the Con- 
vention held in Hartford, when the Grand Chapter was organized. 

Its records show that prior to the date of the Charter, meetings were 
held, when a Mark Masters' Lodge was opened, and the degree of Mark 
Master conferred. The first of these records is dated December 34th, 
1795, when a Mark Masters' Lodge was held at Brother JohnBreed's, with 
Worshipful Eliphalet Bulkley, Master. 
Brother Noah Coleman, S. W. 
Brother Thomas Skinner, J. W. 

Brothers John Breed, John R. Watr6u8 and Roger Bulkley were sev- 
erally introduced, and received the honorary degree of Mark Master, after 
which they made choice of the following officers : 
Brother Eliphalet Bulkley, Master. 
" Noah Coleman, Senior Warden. 
" John Breed, Junior Warden. 
" Roger Bulkley ,.Treasurer. 
" John R. Watrous, Secretary. 

The next meeting was held January 6th, 1796, when Brothers William 
Hyde, Asa Bigelow, Joel Worthington, Charles Bulkley, Reuben Cham- 
pion, Alfred Isham, Charles Day and Joseph Met calf received the degree 
of Mark Master, after which each Brother selected a mark, as was the 
custom. 

Mark Masters' Lodges were opened January 12th, February 4th, Feb- 
ruary 18th, March 9th, April 35th and April 38th, and at each of these 
meetings candidates were received and business transacted, and at the 
meeting held March 9th, 1796, is a record of a Past Master Lodge being 
opened, and the degree conferred upon Brother Adonijah P. Bradford, 
after being balloted for and elected. 

The first record of a Chapter meeting is dated June 22d, 1796, and 
held at Brother John Breed's, with Eliphalet Bulkley, High Priest, and 
the other principal offices filled by appointment, when several Brothers 
received the degree of Royal Arch Mason. The second meeting was held 
June 37th, 1796, whenHhe following vote was passed: Voted, That 
Brothers Eliphalet Bulkley, Roger Bulkley, Alfred Isham, John R. Wat- 
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rous and Noah Coleman be a Committee to attend the General Convention 
of Arch Masons, to be held at Hartford on the 5th day of July next ; and 
at the meeting held September 12th, 1796, we find the following in refer- 
ence to the said Convention at Hartford : 

" The proceedings and resolves of the Committees of the several Arch 
Chapters, held at Hartford, July 5th, 1796, being read before this Cliapter, 
a vote was taken whether this Chapter approve of said doings, and passed 
in tlie negative." The early records of the Chapter designate the degrees 
conferred in the following order, Mark Master, Excellent Master, Super 
Excellent Master and Royal Ai'ch Mason, and no allusion is made to the 
degree of Past Master but three times prior to January, 1779, which would 
indicate that it might have been the custom to confer the degree of Past 
Master upon those only who had been Masters of Lodges. At the meeting 
held January 21st, 1800, all of the degrees were conferred upon several 
candidates, being balloted for in a Mark Masters' Lodge, and at this time 
the degrees mentioned are in order as follows : Mark Master, Excellent 
Master, Most Excellent Master and Royal Arch Mason ; but after this time 
the degree of Past Master is generally designated in the place of Excellent 
Master, though not always, and after the year 1810, neither the degree of 
Excellent Master or Super Excellent Master is mentioned. The Chapter 
continued to be one'of the most prosperous in the jurisdiction imtil the 
year 1830, the date of its last record, after which it ceased to work, 
although sometimes represented in the Grand Chapter, and at the session 
in May, 1839, its charter was revoked; since which time it has ceased to 
exist. 

The following is the first code of by-laws, which was adopted October 
Bd, 17'J6 : 

AETICLE I. 

Regular meetings of Vanden Broeck Chapter shall be holdcn on the 
first Monday in December, March, June and September, bpginning at four 
of the clock and closing at nine on each of said days. 

Special Chapters may be convened by order of the. Most Worshipful 
High Priest, or senior officer present, whenever he shall think it expedient. 

AHTICLE n. 

The High Priest and other officers of the Chapter shall be chosen 
annually on the first Monday of December, and oftener in case of vacancy 
by death or other casualty. 

ARTICLE III. 

No candidate for the Royal Arch degree shall be ballotted for until he 
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shall have been proposed to the Chapter at one regular meeting previ- 
ously, and a vote of the majority of the Brethren present taken, to place 
him on the minutes. 

ARTICLE IV. 

No person shall be admitted to the degree of Royal Arch, or to any of 
the steps preparatory thereto, except by the unanimous vote of the Brethren 
present. 

AKTIOLE V. 

The fees for the several degrees of Mark Master, Excellent Master, Most 
Excellent Master, shall be at two dollars each, and that for Royal Arch 
shall be eight dollars. The Tyler's fees for outside tyling shall be one 
dollar and fifty c«nts for each night he shall officiate. 

ARTICLE VI. 

It shall be the duty of the Secretary to collect all moneys, find pay the 
same over to the Treasurer, who is to render an account thereof annually, 
or whenever he shall be required so to do by the High Priest or other 
officers. 

AETIOLE VII. 

No money belonging to the Chapter shall be paid out, except by order 
of the High Priest or presiding oflBcel: present. Any Brother taking the 
aforesaid degrees in this Chapter, may become a member of the same, by 
subscribing the By-Laws thereof. 

ARTICLE vm. 
Any Brother who has taken the aforesaid degrees elsewhere, may be- 
come a member of this Chapter, by a vote of a majority of the Brethren 
present, he subscribing the By-Laws as other Brethren. . 

ARTICLE IX. 

The By-Laws of this 'Chapter (except the 4th article) may be dispensed 
with, by a vote of a majority of the members present ; the Chapter re- 
serving to themselves the liberty to alter, amend, diminish or augment 
the aforesaid By-Laws, as to them shall appear most for the honor and 
benefit of the Order.

The aforesaid committee met at the dwelling house of Jonathan Janes, 
and chose S. Titus Hosmer, for tlieir chaiiman, and Joseph Webb, for their 
Scribe. Then adjourned to the 6th day of instant July, 8 o'clock 
forenoon. 

On the said 6th of July the Committee again assembled and passed the 
following resolutions : 

Voted, That Messrs. S. Titus Hosmer, Eliphalet Bulkley, Elisha Tracy, 
Ephraim Kirby and Jesse Beach, be requested to write to the Grand, and 
Washington Chapters in New York, and to others having authority to 
grant charters, and that the letter be signed by the chairman of this Com- 
mittee officially, informing them of the Convention of this Committee, 
and of their unanimous desh'e, that no charter constituting a Royal Arch 
Chapter be hereafter issued to any persons in this State, unless in pursuance 
of a recommendation from the Royal Arch Chapters aforesaid, or from their 
Committee duly assembled. 

Voted, That whenever a person shall make application to either of the 
Royal Arch Chapters aforesaid, to be initiated, who lives more contigu- 
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ously to another Chapter, his name shall be entered on the books of the 
Chapter to which he has thus made his application, and all further pro- 
ceedings be suspended until the next meeting of the Chapter, and that it 
shall be the duty of the Secretary of said Chapter forthwith to write to the 
Chapter more contiguous to the residence of the said applicant, informing 
of said application, which Chapter thus informed shall proceed to ballot 
on this question, Whether it is their will, that the said Chapter applied to 
may proceed to ballot for and initiate said applicant ? And if the ballot 
should be in the negative, and duly transmitted to said Chapter applied 
to, it shall na further proceed on said application ; if it be in the afflrma. 
tive the Chapter applied to may proceed to ballot for said applicant as 
usual. 

Voted, That the sum in future to be exacted for conferringthe degrees 
of Mark Master, the Excellent Master, the Most Excellent Master and 
Royal Arch shall be three guineas. 

Voted, That a committee from the Chapters aforesaid hereafter meet 
semi-annually on the third Thursday of May, at Hartford, and on the 
third Thursday of October, at New Haven, at 8 o'clock forenoon on said 
days respectively, to take into consideration any i^easures relative to said 
Chapters, which may be deemed of expedience or utility. 

Voted, That the doings of this Committee be printed and a convenient 
number of copies be forwarded to the Chapters aforesaid, and to the 
Chapter at New Haven.

Voted, That each of the Chapters in this State make a regular return 
of the officers and members of their respective Chapters to the next semi- 
annual communication, noting the members who shall be exalted after 
this time, and also a return in like manner for the future to each semi- 
annual meeting of the D. G. Chapter of this State. 

Voted, That the Secretary procure one hundred copies of the proceed- 
ings of the convention and of this Chapter, printed, and forward ten 
copies to each Chapter in this State. 

The foregoing is a true record of the votes of the D. G. Chapter.

BT-LAWS 



GRAND CHAPTER OF CONISTECTICUT. 



ARTICLE I. 

The Grand Chapter of Connecticut shall be governed by a Grand High 
Priest, Deputy Grand High Priest, Grand King, Grand Scribe, Grand Sec- 
retary, Grand Treasurer, Grand Chaplain, and Grand Marshal, which 
officers shall be elected in Grand Convocation by ballot, annually in the 
month of May. 

AETICLB II. 

The Grand Officers for the time being, the Past Grand Officers of the 
Grand Chapter, and the three Presiding Officers of the respective Chapters 
in this State, for the time being, shall be members of the Grand Chapter. 

AETICLB in. 
The Grand Convocation of the members of the Chapter shall be holden 
semi annually, viz. : on the third Thursday in May, at Hartford, and on 
the third Thursday in October, at New Haven, and a special convocation 
may be called at such other times and place as the presiding officers of 
the Grand Chapter shall think expedient to summon, giving the members 
thereof at least ten days' notice. 

AKTiCLB rv. 
The Grand Chapter shall have power to constitute chapters, grant 
charters and dispensations under the sign maiyial of the Grand High 
Priest, Deputy Grand High Priest, Grand King and Grand Scribe, coun- 
tersigned by the Grand Secretary, who shall affix the seal of the Grand 
Chapter to such charters or dispensation. 

AETICLE V. 

The several Clapters in this State shall be numbered according to the 
dates of their respective Charters, and each Chapter that shall be here- 
after constituted by this Grand Chapter shall pay to the Grand Treasurer, 
for the use of the Grand Chapter, thirty dollars, and a fee of five dollars 
to the Grand Secretary, before receiving their Charter. 
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AKTICLE VL 

The Grand Chapter shall superintend the general police of the re- 
spective Chapters in this State, and shall order and direct the particular 
and uniform mode of exaltation ; and shall hear and determine on all 
appeals of Companions regularly taken from the decisions of any Chap- 
ter, and shall aiSrm or reverse such decision, in whole or in part, as they 
shall deem meet and proper. 

ARTICLE yh. 
It shall be incumbent on the Grand High Priest, Deputy Grand High 
Priest, Grand King and Grand Scribe severally to improve themselves in 
the sublime arts and vrork of Mark Masters, Past Masters, Most Excellent 
Masters and Koyal Arch Masons, and to make themselves masters of the 
several Masonic lectures and ancient charges, whose right and duty it 
shall be, as often as opportunity presents, to visit and preside in the 
several Chapters in this State, and give such lectures and instructions as 
will tend to the most proper and uniform mode of working, always ad- 
hering to the ancient landmarks of the Order. 

ARTICLE vm. 
Each Chapter within the jurisdiction of the Grand Chapter shall de- 
mand and receive for each exaltation (excepting on the exaltation of a 
clergyman, who may be exalted gratis,) at least twenty dollars, viz.: 
Three dollars for each degree above the Master and below the Arch, and 
eleven dollars for the Arch, whereof shall be paid to the Grand Treasurer, 
for the use of the Grand Chapter, one dollar for each exaltation. 

ARTICLE rx. 
The several Chapters in this State shall be represented in each convoca- 
tion of the Grand Chapter by one or more of the three first presiding 
officers of the respective Chapters, or by their regular proxies, and shall 
make their returns to the Grand Chapter, according to the by-laws thereof, 
under a penalty for neglect so to do (at the discretion of the Grand Chap- 
ter), which penalty shall not exceed eight dollars. 

, ARTICLE X. 

The respective Chapters in this State shall make out and transmit to 
the Grand Chapter annually, at their convocation in May, the names of 
the three presiding officers of their respective Chapters, together with the 
number and names of all new exalted Companions during the then pre- 
ceding year. 

ARTICLE XI. 

No Chapter shall be hereafter constituted or erected within twenty 
miles of any Chapter previously established in this State. 
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ABTICLB XII. 

No candidate for the degrees of a Royal Arch Mason, residing in the 
vicinity of any Chapter, shall be admitted and exalted in any Chapter 
more remote from his place of residence without the approbation of the 
Chapter more contiguous to the residence of such candidate first had, 
and a certificate thereof transmitted to the Chapter to which such candi- 
date offers himself. 

ABTICLB XIII. 

All moneys in the hand of the Grand Treasurer shall be at the disposal 
of the Grand Chapter, excepting the expenses of holding the stated or 
special convocations of the Grand Chapter, which expenses shall always 
be paid by the Grand Treasurer without any order or vote of the Grand 
Chapter for the same. 

ARTICLE xrv. 
The accounts of the Grand Treasurer shall be audited annually, and 
report made to the Chapter of the state of the funds at each Grand Con- 
vocation in the month of May.

A petition from Meridian Chapter, No. 15, praying to be discharged 
from the payment of twenty dollars, due from them to the Grand Chapter, 
on acffount of the Grand Lecturer, was read : 

Voted, That no order be taken thereon. 

Whereas, communications have been made to this Chapter respecting the 
unmasonic conduct of Companion David Vinton as to the mamier 
of his communicating Masonic lectures, claiming to act under the 
authority of the Grand Chapter of this State ; and 
Whereas, the said David Vinton appeared in person and requested to be 
heard before this Chapter in justification of his conduct, and he having 
been fully heard touching all the matters of complaint against him ;

The Grand Chapter proceeded to the choice of officers for the ensuing 
year, and the following Companions were elected to the offices respectively 
aflixed to their names, viz. .

The penalties incurred by Hamilton Chapter, No. 14, Meridian, No. 15, 
and Darius, No. 16, for non-representation at the last convocation, were 
remitted, satisfactory reasons having been offered in behalf of said 
Chapters. 

The committee appointed at the last convocation to make an estimate 
of the expense of robes and jewels suitable for the officers of the Grand 
Chapter, reported that the sum of two hundred doUars would be necessary. 

The motion made by Companion Baldwin, at the last semi-annual con- 
vocation, making it obligatory on Companions to appear in Grand Chapter 
with sashes and aprons, was introduced agreeably to postponement, and 
negatived. 

A communication was received from Rittenhouse Chapter, No. 11, 
requesting permission to hold their convocations alternately at Norwalk 
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and Stamford, — ^to be hoi den at Korwalk one year from the present con- 
vocation of the Grand Chapter, then at Stamford, and so on alternately ; 
■which communication was acted upon, and permission, accordingly 
granted. 

The committee appointed at the last annual convocation to revise, cor- 
rect and prepare a code of By-Laws for the government of the Grand 
Chapter of this State, and for the uniform government of the subordinate 
Chapters, reported as follows, viz. : 

That having attended to the subject refeired to them, they find that the 
present By-Laws of this Grand Chapter, and the Constitution of th'e 
General Grand Chapter of the United States of America, contain, in the 
apprehension of your committee, nearly all that is necessary for the gov- 
ernment of this Grand Chapter and the subordinate Chapters under its 
jurisdiction. 

Your committee, however, find that the regulations of the General 
Grand Chapter have not been observed. This, probably, is owing to want 
of information. That there may hereafter be no misunderstanding, or 
want of information upon this subject, your committee think advisable 
that an article should be inserted in the By-Laws of this Grand Chapter 
expressly adopting the general Grand Royal Arch Constitution ; and they 
also think it expedient that this Constitution should be printed with the 
By-Laws of this Grand Chapter, and distributed with them. They have 
accordingly inserted an article for that purpose. 

Hitherto there have beea semi-annual convocations of this Grand Chap- 
ter. This was ordered, it is supposed, on account of the two stated 
sessions of the General Assembly. It is thought by the committee that a 
continuance of this arrangement may be attended with inconvenience, and 
they have therefore reported an alteration of the By-Laws in this par- 
ticular. 

It is thought that the payment of one dollar to the Grand Chapter, for 
each exaltation, does not furnish the Grand Chapter with the funds that 
the good of the order requires. An alteration in this particular is therefore 
recommended. 

Hitherto the officers of the Grand Chapter, who are not representatives 
of particular Chapters, have borne their own expenses in attending the 
Grand Convocation. The expenses of the representative membtrs of the 
Grand Chapter are paid, as your committee are informed, generally, 
if not universally, by the Chapters they represent. An extra, burthen is 
therefore imposed upon those officers of the Grand Chapter who are not 
at the same time representatives of particular Chapters. To remedy this, 
your^committee have reported an article for the payment of the necessary- 
expenses of the officers of the Grand Chapter out of the funds of the 
Grand Chapter, when they are not otherwise provided for. 

The By-Laws of the Grand Chapter make it the right and duty of the 
Grand High Priest, the Deputy Grand High Priest, Grand King and 
12 
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Scribe to visit and preside in the different Chapters, and give lectures and 
instructions, as often as opportunity presents. No provision is made for 
the payment of their expenses while performing this duty; it is presumed, 
therefore, it -was not expected that these oflScers, or any of them, should be 
at any extraordinary expense or trouble for the performance of these 
services. Experience has shown thatthese " opportunities " but rarely, if ever 
occur. The article upon this- subject evinces the sense which was enter- 
tained of the importance of these visitations. That the objects contem- 
plated by them may be more effectually secured, the appointment of visitors, 
and the payment of the unavoidable expenses of their travel and attend- 
ance, is recommended. 

Tour committee observe, that by the- General Grand Royal Arch Consti- 
tution, the fee for instituting a new Rojal Arch Chapter, by the General 
Grand Officers, is ninety dollars, exclusive of the compensation to the 
General Grand Secretary. The fee now payable, according to the By-Laws 
of this Grand Chapter, for the institution of a new Chapter by this Grand 
Chapter, is thirty dollars, exclusive of five dollars to the Grand Secretary. 
Tour committee can see no reason for this difference. They can see many 
advantages in requiring the payment of a larger sum than is now required. 
They have, therefore, thought proper to submit to the consideration of this 
Grand Chapter an alteration of our By-Laws in this particular, and have 
inserted the sum now required by the General Grand Chapter.

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BY-LA.WS OF THE GRAND CHAPTER OF CONNECTICTJT, 

As Revised May 20, A. D. 1819. 



ARTICLE I. 

The Constitution of the General Grand Chapter of Royal Arch Masons 
for the United States of America is adopted and approved by this Grand 
Chapter; and this Grand Chapter, its officers and members, and the several 
Chapters under its jurisdiction, and tlieir officers and members, shall con- 
form thereto, and the same shall be printed and distributed with the By- 
Laws of this Grand Chapter. 

ABTICLE II. 

The Grand Chapter shall be governed by a Grand High Priest, Deputy 
Grand High Pritst, Grand King, Grand'- Scribe, Grand Secretary, Grand 
Treasurer, Grand Chaplain and Grand Marshal; which oflBcers shall be 
elected in Grand Convocation, by ballot, annually in the month of May. 

ARTICLE III. 

The Grand Officers for the time being, the Past Grand Officers of the 
Grand Chapter, and the three presiding oflBcers of the respective Chapters 
in this State for the time being, shall be members of the Grand Chapter. 

ARTICLE IV. 

A Grand Convocation of the members of the Chapter shall be holden 
annually on the second Thursday following the first Wednesday of May, 
at Hartford and New Haven alternately, beginning at New Haven; and 
the Grand and Deputy Grand High Priests respectively, for the time 
being, may at any time order a special convocation, to be holden at such 
pl^ce as they shall severally think proper to appoint, giving the members 
at least ten days' notice. 

ARTICLE V. 

The Grand Chapter shall have power to constitute Chapters, grant 
charters and dispensations, under the sign manual of the Grand High 
Priest, Deputy Grand High Priest, Grand King, and Grand Scribe, coun- 
tersigned by the Grand Secretary, who shall affix the seal of the Grand 
Chapter to such charter or dispensation. 

ARTICLE TI. 

The several Chapters in this State shall be numbered according to the 
dates of their respective charters ; and each Chapter that shall be here- 
after constituted by this Grand Chapter, shall pay to the Grand Treasurer, 
for the use of the Grand Chapter, ninety dollars, and a fee of five dollars 
to the Grand Secretary, before receiving their charter. 
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ARTICLE VH. 

The Grand Chapter shall superintend the general police of the respective 
Chapters in this State, and shall order and direct the particular and uni- 
form mode of exaltation, and shall hear and determine on all appeals of 
Companions, regularly taken from the decision of any Chapter, and shall 
affirm or reverse such decision, in whole or in part, as they shall deem 
meet and proper. 

ABTICLE Tin. 
It shall be incumbent on the Grand High Priest, Deputy Grand High 
Pries*! Grand King and Grand Scribe, severally to improve themselves in 
the sublime arts and work of Mark Masters, Past Masters, Most Excellent 
Masters and Royal Arch Masons, and to make themselves masters of the 
several Masonic lectures and ancient charges ; whose right and duty it 
shall be, as often as opportunity .presents, to visit and preside in the several 
Chapters in this State, and give such lectures and instructions as vdll tend 
to the most proper and uniform mode of working, always adhering to the 
ancient landmarks of the order. 

AETICLE IX. 

Bach Chapter within the jmisdiction of the Grand Chapter shall 
demand and receive for each exaltation (excepting on the exaltation of a 
clergyman, who may be exalted gratis), at least twenty dollars, viz. : 
four dollars for each degree above the Master and below the Arch, and 
eight dollars for the Arch, whereof shall be paid to the Grand Treasurer, 
for the use of the Grand Chapter, two dollars for each exaltation. 

AETICLE X. 

The several Chapters in this State shaU be represented in each convo- 
cation of the Grand Chapter, by one or more of the first three presiding 
officers of the respective Chapters, or by their regular proxies, and shall 
make their returns to the Grand Chapter, according to the By-Laws 
thereof, under a penalty for neglect so to do (at the discretion of the Grand 
Chapter), which penalty shall not exceed eight dollars. 

ABTICLE XI. 

The respective Chapters in this State shall make out and transmit to 
tlje Grand Chapter annually, at their convocation in May, the names of 
the three presiding officers of their respective Chapters, together with the 
number and names of all new exalted Companions during the then pre- 
ceding year. 

ARTICLE xn. 
No Chapter shall be hereafter constituted or erected within twtnty miles 
of any Chapter previously established in this State. 
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AETICLB Xin. 

No candidate for tlie degree of a Eoyal Arch Mason residing in the 
vicinity of any Chapter, shall be admitted and exalted in any Chapter 
more remote from his place of residence, without approbation of the 
Chapter more contiguous to the residence of such candidate first had, and 
a certificate thereof transmitted to the Chapter to which such candidate 
offers himself. 

ARTICLE XIV. 

All monies in the hands of the Grand Treasurer shall be at the disposal 
of the Grand Chapter, excepting the expenses of holding the staitedor 
special convocations of the Grand Chapter, which expenses shall always 
be paid by the Grand Treasurer, without any order or vote of the Grand 
Chapter for the same. 

ABTICLB XV. 

The accounts of the Grand Treasurer shall be audited annually, and 
report made to the Chapter of the state of the funds, at each Grand Con- 
vocation in the month of May. 

ARTICLE XVI. 

It shall be ihe duty of the Grand Secretary to procure a Eecord Book 
for the use of the Grand Chapter, in which he shall enter all ^otes, by- 
laws, decisions and decrees of the Grand Chapter now on file, and those 
hereafter to be passed ; and shall cause all votes and proceedings of the 
Grand Chapter to be printed annually in the month of May, and three 
copies thereof transmitted to each Chapter in this State, unless otherwise 
directed by the Grand Chapter. 

ABTICLB XVII. 

The aforesaid Book of Becords shall, at all convocations of the Grand 
Chapter, be on the table for the use and instruction of the officers and 
members of said Chapter. 

ARTICLE xvm. 
There shall be two Visitors chosen annually by the Grand Chapter, one 
for the eastern and one for the western section of the State, whose duly it 
shall be severally to visit tlie Chapters in their different sections, give 
lectures and instructions, inquire into their state and condition, and make 
report to the Grand Chapter at the neit Grand Convocation after their 
appointment. The necessary expenses of the visitors, for one visit to 
each chapter, shall be paid by the Grand Chapter, provided they do not 
exceed for the eastern section twenty and for the western section forty 
dollars. Connecticut river shall be the dividing line between the eastern 
and western sections. 
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ABTICLB nX. 

The foregoing regulations stiall not be altered or revised, except at an 
annual meeting of this Grand Chapter, nor in that unless three-fourths of 
the members of the same shall give their assent to such alteration or 
revision. 

The foregoing is a true record of the By-Laws of the Grand Chapter of 
Connecticut, with the alterations, additions and amendments as reported 
by the committee, and ratified by the Grand Chapter, convoked at Hart- 
ford, May 20, A. D. 1819.

The committee appointed at tlie last Grand Convocation to audit and 
adjust the accounts of the Treasurer and Secretary reported that they had 
attended to the duty assigned them, and found their accounts faiily and 
correctly stated, and that all the money received by the Grand Secretary 
within the past year has been paid over to the Grand Treasurer, and there 
is now in his hands (May 10th,) and due Grand Chapter eight hundred 
and seven dollars thirty-seven cents ; which report was accepted and 
approved.

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The committee appointed at the last Grand Convocation on the memorial 
and representation of Fidelity Chapter, No. 10, made their report, which 
is as follows, viz. : 

That one ground of their said memorial, to wit, that an expression in 
the funeral service may be construed as a prayer for the dead, has been en- 
tirely removed. An expression was contained in the early editions of the 
Masonic Chart ■v^liich might possibly bear a construction that could not 
be approved, and it was therefore expunged. The expression had 
descended from the ancient forms, but your committee know of no similar 
expressions in the service, at which exceptions of this kind could be justly 
taken. The other part of said memorial stated that no direct allusions 
or addresses in our public forms of prayer are made to the Saviour of men, 
and that the Masonic institution is exposed, in consequence, to the 
suspicion of being no more than some modification of natural religion or 
heathonif-m. On this subject, your committee are of opinion that the 
Bible is the Great and True Light in Masonry — that this Great Light con- 
sists of successive Revelations of the will of God to mankind, and that 
those Masons who profess the whole volume of this Divine truth are bound 
to revere the precei^ts of the New Testament no less than those of the 
Aticient Book of the Law. Your committee are, therefore, of the opinion 
that it is competent for this Grand Chapter to advise all Christian Ma- 
sons to offer their prayers to Almighty God only in the name and through 
the merits of Jesus Christ, the Great High Priest of our salvation, with 
assurances that such offerings only are acceptable at our hands. Your com- 
mittee have examined, however, the Masonic Chart (which is the only 
Book of Masonry publicly accredited by this Grand Chapter, and of 
course the only one with which it is our province to interfere), and we And 
that the Saviour of mankind is directly named in different parts of the 
religious services, as " our Great High Priest," '• the Sun of Righteous- 
ness," " the Redeemer," " the Lion of the Tribe of Judah," all which is 
plainly made known that we acknowledge Him as the great Atoning 
Sacrifice for the sins of the world. 

It is not believed, therefore, that from the established religious services 
of this Grand Chapter any inferences of the kind expressed in said 
memorial can be justly drawn. This exposition of the facts of the case 
is all that your aommittee have thought necessary to submit to this Grand 
Chapter, leaving it to their wisdom to dispose of the subject as they shall 
see to be proper and expedient.

The committee appointed at the last Grand Convocation to audit and 
adjust the accounts of the Grand Treasurer and Grand Secretary, reported 
that they had carefully attended to the duties of their appointment, and 
found that all the monies received- by the Secretary had been punctually 
paid over to the Treasurer, and that there is now in his hands, and due 
Grand Chapter, the sum of one thousand one hundred and sixty-two 
dollars and seven cents; which report was accepted and approved. 

The committee appointed to revise and correct the By-Laws of the 
Grand Chapter, made their report. After having been read and minutely 
considered, with some small alterations, was accepted and approved ; 
whereupon ^ 

Ordered, That three hundred copies be printed and distributed to the 
several Chapters in this State and elsewhere, together with the Constitu- 
tion of the Great Grand Chapter of the United States ; the expense 
whereof shall be paid from the funds of this Grand Chapter.

charter, forming them into a just and regular Chapter, to be known and 
designated by the name of Eureka Chapter, No. 24, and holden in said 
town of Danbury ; and that our excellent and well beloved Companions 
Ebenezer Nichols be first High Priest, Oliver Shepard, first King, and Ira 
Wildman to be first Scribe, agreeably to the prayer of said petitioners. 

The petition presented by the Companions residing in the town of Nor- 
walk, county of Fairfield, and its vicinity, was presented, read, and after 
lengthy discussion granted, and the Grand Secretary directed to issue a 
charter forming them into a just and regular Chapter, to be known and 
designated by the name of Washington Chapter, No. 25, and holdm in 
said town of Norwalk; and our excellent and Mell beloved Companions 
Henry Selleck be first High Priest, Phinehas Miller, first King, and Stephen 
Smith to be first Scribe, agreeably to the prayer of sa=d petitioners. 

A petition, or representation, was presented from sundry Companions of 
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Benevolence Chapter, No. 21, Stonington, stating many difficulties which 
had arisen in said Chapter ; and after some discussion. 

Resolved, That said representation or petition be continued ; and that 
there be a committee appointed to investigate the subject matter thereof, 
at the expense of said Chapter, with full power and authority to hear, 
investigate and settle all difficulties referred to in said representation or 
petition, whose decision shall be final and conclusive ; and all proceedings 
of said Chapter shall be stayed until such decision is had ; provided, Turn- 
ever, that they may meet to appoint an agent or agents to manage their 
concerns before said committee ; provided also, that such decision shall be 
made within two months after the close of this Grand Chapter. The 
committee will give due and seasonable notice to said Chapter of the 
time when, and place where they will attend to the duties of their 
appointment. 

The committee appointed or agreed upon on the subject above men- 
tioned are our excellent Companions John R. Watrous, Laban Smith, 
Amherst D. Scovil, John Pitch and Ingoldsby "W". Crawford. 

The committee appointed to consider the best mode of investing the 
surplus funds of the Grand Chapter, made the following report, viz. : 
" That in their opinion the best mode of investing these funds is to pur- 
chase the stock of the New Haven bank, and they recommend that, for the 
purpose of making such investment secure; this Grand Chapter apply to 
the Legislature, now in session, for an act of incorporation, or have those 
funds so invested through the agency of the Treasurer of the Grand Lodge, 
to the amount of oue thousand dollars;'' which report was accepted and 
approved. 

Voted, That our excellent Companions Ingoldsby W. Crawford, Thomas 
Hubbard and Charles Hawley be and they are hereby appointed a com- 
mittee to petition the honorable, the Legislature of this State, now in 
session, for an act of incorporation of this Grand Chapter, so far as will 
enable them to hold and secure their funds. 

Voted, That the committee appointed at the last Grand Convocation, on 
the communications from the Grand Chapter of Kentucky, be released 
from any further service thereon, the General Grand Chapter of the United 
States having recently determined on the subject matter of said com- 
munication. 

The petition of Charles Washburn, a worthy, unfortunate, needy Com- 
panion, praying for some pecuniary aid from this Grand Chapter, was 
presented and read. After a few remarks. 

Voted, That fifty dollars from the funds of this Grand Chapter be 
deposited in the hands of Companion Noah A. Phelps, and at his discre- 
tion paid over to the said Washburn for his relief.

BY-LAWS OF THE GRAND ROYAL ARCH CHAPTER OF CON- 
NECTICUT, 

As Revised May, 1837. 



AKTICLB I. 

The Constitution of the General Grand Chapter of Royal Arch Masons 
for the United States of America is adopted and approved by this Giand 
Chapter, and this Grand Chapter, its officers and members, and the several 
Chapters under its jurisdiction, and their officei's and members, shall con- 
form thereto, and the same shall be printed and distributed with the By- 
Laws of this Grand Chapter. 

ARTICLE II. 

The Grand Chapter shall be governed by a Grand High Priest, Deputy 
Grand High Prii st. Grand King, Grand Scribe, Grand Secretary and Grand 
Treasurer, which officers shall be elected by ballot, at the annual convo- 
cation in May, and the remaining officers shall be appointed by the Grand 
High Priest, 

ARTICLE in. 
The Grand Officers for the time being, the Past Grand Officers of the 
Grand Chapter, and the three presiding officeis of the respective Chapters 
in this State, for the time being, shall be members of the Grand Chapter. 

ARTICLE IV. 

A Grand Convocation of the members of the Chapter shall be holden 
annually on the second Thursday following the first Wednesday of May, 
at Hartford and New Haven alternately, and the Grand and Deputy Grand 
High Priest respectively, for the time being, may at any time order a 
special convocation, to be holden at such place as they shall severally 
think proper to appoint, giving the members at least ten days' notice. 
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ARTICLE T. 

The Gtrand Chapter shall have power to constitute Chapters, grant 
charters and dispensations, under the sign manual of the Grand High 
Priest, Deputy Grand Priest, Grand King and Grand Scribe, countersigned 
by the Grand Secretary, who shall affix the seal of the Grand Chapter to 
such charter or dispensation. 

ARTICLE VI. 

The several Chapters in this State shall be numbered according to the 
dates of their respective charters ; and each Chapter that shall be here- 
after constituted by this Grand Chapter shall pay to the Grand Treasurer, 
for the use of the Grand Chapter,- ninety dollars, and a fee of ten dollars 
to the Grand Secretary, before receiving theii' charter. 

ARTICLE VII. 

The Grand Chapter shall superintend the general police of the respec- 
tive Chapters in this State, and shall order and direct the particular and 
uniform mode of exaltation, and shall hear and determine on all appeals 
of Companions regularly taken from the decisions of any Chapter, and 
shall affirm or reverse such decision, whole or in part, as they shall deem 
meet and proper. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

It shall be incumbent on the Grand High Priest, Deputy Grand High 
Priest, Grand King and Grand Scribe severally to improve themselves in 
the sublime arts and work of JIark Masters, Past Masters, Most Excellent 
Masters and Royal Arch Masons, and to make themselves masters of the 
several JIasonic lectures and aricient charges; whose right and duty it 
shall be, as often as opportunity presents, to visit and preside in the several 
Chapters in this State, and to give such lectures and instructions as will 
tend to the most proper and uniform mode of working, always adhering 
to the ancient land-marks of the order. 

ARTICLE IX. 

Each Chapter within the jurisdiction of the Grand Chapter shall 
demand and receive for each exaltation (excepting on the exaltation of a 
clergyman, who may be exalted gratis), at least twenty dollars, viz. : four 
dollars for each degree above the Master and below the Arch, and eight 
dollars for the Arch ; whereof shall be paid to the Grand Treasurer, for 
the use of the Grand Chapter, one dollar for each exaltation. 

ARTICLE x. 

The several Chapters in this State shall be represented in each convo- 
cation of the Grand Chapter by one or more of the three first presiding 
officers of the respective Chapters, or h\ their regular proxies, and shall 
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make their returns to the Grand Chapter, according to the By-Laws 
thereof, under a penalty for neglect to do so (at the discretion of the 
Grand Chapter), which penalty shall not exceed eight dollars. 

AHTICLB XI. 

The respective Chapters in this State shall make out and transmit to 
the G. C. annually, at their convocation in May, the names of the three 
presiding officers of their respective Chapters, together with the number 
and names of all new exalted Companions during the then preceding 
year. 

AETICLH XII. 

Ko Chapter shall be hereafter constituted or erected within twenty miles 
of any Chapter previously established in this State, unless by special dis- 
pensation of the Grand Chapter. 

ARTICLE XIII. 

No candidate for the degree of a Royal Arch Mason residing in the 
vicinity of any Chapter shall be admitted and exalted in any Chapter 
more remote from his place of residence, without the approbation of the 
Chapter more contiguous to the residence of such candidate first had, 
and a certificate thereof transmitted to the Chapter to which such candi- 
date offers himself. 

ARTICLE xrv. 

All monies in the hands of the Grand Treasurer shall be at the disposal 
of the Grand Chapter, excepting the expenses of holding the stated or 
special convocations of the Grand Chapter, which expenses shall always 
be paid by the Grand Treasurer, without any order or vote of the Grand 
Chapter for the same. 

AETIOLB XV. 

The accounts of the Grand Treasurer shall be audited annually, and 
report made to the Chapter of the State of the funds, at each Grand Con- 
vocation in the month of May. 

ARTICLE XVI. 

It shall be the duty of the Grand Secretary to keep a Record Book for 
the use of the Grand Chapter, in which he shall enter all votes, by-laws, 
decisions and decrees of the Grand Chapter, and those hereafter to be 
passed ; and shall cause all votes and proceedings of the Grand Chapter 
to be printed annually, in the month of May, and four copies thereof trans- 
mitted to each Chapter in this State, unless otherwise directed by the 
Grand Chapter.

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ARTICLE XVII. 

The aforesaid Book of Records shall, at all convocations of the Grand 
Chapter, be on the table for the use and instruction of the officers and 
members of said Chapter. 

ARTICLE XVIII. 

The foregoing regulations shall not be altered or revised, except at an 
annual meeting of this Grand Chapter ; nor in that, unless three-fourths 
of the members shall give their assent to such alteration or revision. 

The foregoing By-Laws of the Grand Royal Arch Chapter of Connec- 
ticut were adopted at their Grand Convocation, holden at the city of 
Hartford, May 10th, A. D., 1837, and of Royal Arch Masonry 2357.

The committee on the state of the Institution made the following 
report, which was accepted, and the resolutions therein contained adopted 
unanimously, viz. : 

The committee to whom was referred the communication of the M. E. 
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Nathan B. Haswell, G. H. P., of the Grand Chapter of Vermont, together 
with the accompaying documents, and who were likewise instrncied to 
take into consideration the present situation of our institution, and to 
recommend such measures as they might consider expedient, have attended 
to the services assigned them, and ask leave respectfully to report, 

That they have carefully examined said communication and documents, 
together with several other important piipers relating to the recent events 
and various snlijects which have reference to the present situation of the 
Institution of 3Iasonry. 

It appears from the appeal published by the Masons in Vermont in 
1829, that various presses had been established in that State as vehicles of 
slander and malignity against the adherents of Masonry. The appellants 
declare as JIasons they had been charged with being accessory to the 
abduction of William Morgan ; with shielding Masons from just punish- 
mtnt for crimes they might have committed; with exercising Masonic 
influence over legislative, executive and judiciary branches of the govern- 
ment; with tampering with juries; with exerting an important influence 
for the political preferment of the brotherhood ; with various blasphemous 
practices ; with causing the death of a distinguished Mason ; with sanc- 
tioning principles at variance with religion and virtue; with the assump- 
tion of power to judge individual Masons by laws known only to the 
fraternity, and to inflict punishments corporeally, even to the pains of 
death. To these charges the members of the Grand Lodge, and other 
Masons in the State, making in the whole nearly two hundred in number, 
aflirmed in the most solemn manner that of each and all the charges they 
were entirely guiltless; that as Masons they held themselves guiltless in 
any manner of shedding human blood ; guiltless in any manner of con- 
spiring against the liberties and privileges of the people, or of endeavor- 
ing to monopolise an ur equal portion of these privileges to themselves, or 
of abridging the rights of others ; guiltless in any manner of impeding, 
retarding or diverting the course of justice; guiltless in any manner of 
attempting to identify the subject of Masonry with the politics of the day, 
or of making politics a subject of discussion or remark ; guiltless in any 
manner of performing any rites or acts irreligious or immoral ; and guilt- 
less in any manner of entertaining. the remotest suspicion that the life a 
fellow being was subject to their control. 

It appears, also, that a great number of other Masons, in different 
sections of the Union, have been impelled, from a sense of self-respeet, to 
make similar declarations, and to publish them to tlie world. In the State 
of Connecticut this course was pursued unfler the direction and sanction 
of the R. W. Grand Lodge of the State, and in Massachusetts by a volun- 
tary declaration, deliberately signed by more than twelve hundred Masons 
in different parts of the commonwealth. Having thus made their declara- 
tions with tincerity of heart, and denied the charges which had been 
preferred against them, they unreservedly cast themselves and their cause 
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upon the good sense of the country for a calm, dispassioned and enlight- 
ened verdict. 

The committee further report that it appears from certain documents 
which have been for a long time before the public, that very diiferent 
measures in reUtion to the subject have been adopted in Rhode Island. 
In that State a memorial, emanating from an Anti-Masonic Convention, 
held in December, 1830, charging the Grand Lodge aod other Masonic 
bodies with violations of the Constitution and the laws of the land, was 
formally presented to the Legislature ; and the Grand Lodge in reviewing 
that memorial, challenged the strictest scrutiny, and offered the greatest 
facilities to an investigation of all their concerns. It seems, however, that 
after a most laborious and patient investigation of the subjects referred to 
in the memorial, by an able and impartial committee, the Lodges were 
sustained by the Legislature of the State, and were virtually and trium- 
phantly acquitted from all the charges which had been brought against 
them. 

In short, from a due consideration of a great number of documents 
which have been spread before the committee, they are unanimously of 
opinion that the Masons generally, liy a frank, dignified and firm avowal 
of all the grand principles of the order, and by an open, discrete and pru- 
dent course of conduct towards their implacable enemies, have furnished 
to their fellow citizens a most manly vindication of all their rights and 
privileges as men, and to the fraternity and the world a just and true 
declaration of their obligations and duties as JIasons and as citizens. 

During the continuance of the cruel and unrelenting warfare which has 
been carried on against Masonry by its enemies, it could not be reasonably 
expected that many additions could be made to the charity fund, or to the 
members nf the fraternity; the committee, however, learn that during the 
last three years very considerable additions have been made in some of the 
Lodges and Chapters, and that in others, where less attention than usual 
has been paid to the observance of the rites and ceremonies of the order, 
an unusual degree of attention has been paid to the subject of lectures 
and experiments in the various branches of useful learning, and to such of 
the practical arts and sciences as are most intimately connected with the 
every day concerns of life, and are best calculated to enlist the feelings 
and improve the condition of every member of the social fraternity. And 
the wisest and Ijest of Masons have not been able to discern why most of 
tlie Lodges may not, without any abandonment of the legitimate objects 
of Masonry, become seminaries of learning, extensively useful, each having 
its own lilK'ary, or certain articles of apparatus, more or less valuable, 
according tlie voluntary contributions of those who may be principally 
benefitted by them. In this way our Masonic halls may in some good 
degree be made to resemble the most popular lyceums, where the choicest 
lectures and best regulated debates maybe either public or private, as 
occasion may require, and may be on questions of a character entirely 
foreign from sectarian influence, and entii-ely divested of partisan warfare. 
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In view of the present situation and prospects of Masonry, the committee 
do not consider it necessary or expedient to recommend any measures 
except the adoption of the following resolutions : 

Mesohed, That this General Grand Chapter do most cordially approve 
the dignified firmness, the commendable prudence, and the sound discre- 
tion with which the great body of our adhering Masons have met the 
attacks which have been made against the institution. 

Resolved, That we highly appreciate the perseverence with which certain 
Lodges and Chapters have determined to avail themselves of every Masonic 
occasion for their special advancement in a knowledge of the more useful 
as well as liberaharts and sciences, and for the cultivation of all the moi-al, 
social, humane and friendly affections. And it is recommended to all 
other Lodges and Chapters, that they imitate so laudable an example — 
always guarding against an improper removal of the ancient landmarks 
and a departure from the grand principles of the order.

their representative near the Grand Chapter of Connecticut. 

The committee to whom was referred the petition of the Companions 
in Norwich, for tlie restoration of their charter, reported: 

That in the opinion of the committee the interest of Masonry would be 
promoted by the resuscitation of the Chapter in Norwich. The com- 
mittee would therefore recommend to the Grand Chapter the adoption of 
the following resolutions : 

Besohed, That the prayer of the petition of Companion George Moore 
and others, of the city of Norwich, be granted, and that the Grand Sec- 
retary be directed to restore the charter of the late Franklin Chapter, No. 
4, to the petitioners, upon the payment of ten dollars to the funds of the 
Grand Chapter. 

Besohed, That the M. B. Grand High Priest be and he hereby is author- 
ized and requested (either personally or by his proxy) to assemble the 
said Companioas, at some convenient time and place, in the said city of 
Norwich, for the election and installation of the officers of said Franklin 
Chapter. 

The above report was accepted and the resolutions adopted. 
The Committee on the Doings of the General Grand Chapter submitted 
the following report, which was accepted : 

The committee to whom was referred the proceedings of the General 
Grand Chapter of the United States, have had the same under considera- 
tion and find but little requiring the notice of this Grand Chapter, except 
the adoption by the General Grand Chapter of sundry amendments of the 
By Laws, in relation to conferring the degrees, which the committee 
recommend should be transcribed into the records of this Grand Chapter, 
and published with their proceedings, for the benefit of the subordinate 
Chapters. 

The Committee on Grievances, to whom was referred the memorial of 
sundry members of Warren Chapter, No. 12, reported that they had 
examined the documents submitted to them, from which, and from other 
unquestionable testimony, they ascertained the following facts : 

That a special convocation of Warren Chapter, No. 12, was held on the 
18th day of June last, when a resolution was passed to divide the funds 
then on hand, which amounted to about four hundred dollars, amongst 
the members of said Chapter, and a committee appointed to carry the 
same into effect. The question on this resolution was decided by yeas and 
nays, seventeen Companions voting in the affirmative, and seven in the 
negative. From this decision, the Companions who were in the minority 
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on said vote made an appeal, and have presented their appeal to the 
Grand Chapter, in the following words, viz. . 

"Be it remembered, that on the 18th day of June, A. D. 1844, at a 
special convocation of Warren Chapter of Rojal Arch Masons, No. 12, 
held at the house of Whitman Chamberlin, in Woodstock, a majority of 
the members then present adopt-ed a resolution, ' That the funds of this 
Chapter, with the exception of one hundred dollars now deposited with 
Grand Chapter, be distributed amongst the members now living within the 
jurisdiction of the Chapter; and that a committee of three be appointed 
to report to the next convocation of the Chapter who are members and 
entitled to share of the funds.' The undersigned, members of the Chap- 
ter, having a joint interest in the fiinds, voted against the adoption of 
said resolution, as ajjpears by tl e record of the meeting. And now, be- 
fore an actual distribution of the funds has been made, they appeal from 
the decision of the majority aforesaid, to the judgment and final determi- 
nation of the Grand Chapter of the State of Connecticut, to be held at 
Hartford, on the second Thursday after the first Wednesday of May, A. 
D. 1845; and they request that this appeal be entered on the records of 
said Warren Chapter."

The committee are unanimously of the opinion that no Chapter has a 
right to distribute its funds among the members thereof, for their own 
pereonal emolument, as contemplated by the vote of Warren Chapter, but 
that such funds are to be us^d only for Masonic and charitable pur- 
poses ; and they recommend that the above appeal be sustained by the 
Grand Chapter, and that the vote of said Warren Chapter, distributing 
their funds among the members, be annulled; and they further recom- 
mend that measures be taken, at this time, to prevent any Chap- 
ter under this jurisdiction from disposing of their funds in like manner. 
The committee beg leave to offer the following resolution : 

Hesohed, That the vote passed by Warren Chapter, No. 12, on the 18th 
of June, 1844, authorizing a distribution of the funds of said Chapter 
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among the members thereof, be and the same hereby is annulled, and 
declared void and of no effect. 

On motion, it was voted, unanimously, that the above report be accepted 
and the resolution adopted, and that the following clause be added to the 
By-Laws of this Grand Chapter ; 

No Chapter under the jurisdiction of this Grand Chapter shall divide 
the funds, or any part thereof, belonging to such Chapter among the mem- 
bers thereof, without the consent and approbation of the Grand Chapter 
first had and obtained. Provided, that this By-Law shall not prohibit 
the voting any sum from the funds of subordinate Chapters to worthy 
Companions, their widows and orphans, in distressed or indigent cir- 
cumstances. 

The Committee on Delinquent Chapters submitted the following report, 
which was accepted and the accompanying resolutions adopted : 

The Commit! ee on Delinquencies, having examined the files and minutes 
of the Grand Secretary, find that Solomon Chapter, No. 3, and Washing- 
ton Chapter, No. 6, have made no returns or representations to the Grand 
Chapter for several years, aud therefore justly liable to pay the penalty 
prescribed by the By-Laws. Your committee also find that the effects of 
several subordinate Chapters, whose charters have been revoked, have not 
been surrendered by the individuals having them in possession, as required 
by the regulations and decisions of this Grand Chapter. The committee 
would therefore recommend the adoption of the annexed resolutions, with 
a hope that the same may be carried into effect. 

Besohed, That the Grand Secretary be directed to demand of Solomon 
Chapter, No. 3, and Washington Chapter, No. 6, the sums forfeited by 
them for a breach of the By-Laws of the Grand Chapter, and in default 
of the payment thereof, that they show cause, at the next annual convoca- 
tion, why their charters should not be annulled. 

Besohed, That the Grand Secretary be directed to make a positive 
demand in the name of this Grand Chapter, either personally or by some 
proxy appointed by him, of the charter and effects of the late LaFayette 
Chapter, No. 20, and of any other annulled Chapter, under this jurisdic- 
tion, whose effects have not been surrendered, of whomsoever the same 
may be in possession ; and that such effects when received be deposited 
with the archives of the Grand Chapter, subject to their future orders. 

Bemlwd, That any Companion who may have in his possession the 
effects of a Chapter whose charter has been revoked, and shall refuse to 
surrender the same to the Grand Secretary, or to his proxy empowered to 
demand the same, shall be summoned to appear before the Grand Chapter 
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to show cause why they should not be dealt with as the merits of the case 
may require. 

A report from the Grand Treasurer was read and accepted, showing 
that the only funds now in his hands are one hundred dollars deposited 
by Warren Chapter, No. 12, under a regulation of the Grand Chapter, 
adopted in May, 1844. 

The M. E. G. H. P. appointed Companions F. Croswell and E. Gilbert, 
Jr., auditing committee for the ensuing year. 

The Grand Chapter was then closed.

To the M. E. Qi-and Chapter of Connecticut : 

The undersigned having been appointed a Committee on foreign Cor- 
respondence, at the last annual convocation, have attended to the duty 
assigned them and respectfully report, 

That they have received during the past year the proceedings of the 
Grand Royal Arch Chapters of the following States, viz. : Maine, Mary- 
land, Virginia, Tennessee, South Carolina, Alabama, Missouri, Kentucky, 
Ohio, Indiana and Mississippi — being a greater number than has been 
received any former year — and have given them such attention as the time 
allowed them would permit. 

Your committee have the pleasure to announce that since our last convo- 
cation the Royal Arch Chapters of the last named State— Mississippi — 
have established a Grand Chapter. Their first meeting was held at Vicks- 
burg, in May last, and four Chapters were represented at its organization. 

They also observe' with great satisfaction that a Grand Royal Arch 
Chapter was established in the State of Indiana, in December, 1845, of 
which no communication has heretofore been made to this Grand Chap- 
ter. Your committee would recommend that a cordial and fraternal 
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greeting be extended to the Grand Chapters of these States. Their pro- 
ceedings clearly show that this branch of the order we so highly value, is 
in the ascendancy. With a view of having their work uniform, they 
have employed Lecturers to visit the several sijbordinate Chapters, which 
have been attended with beneficial results, as their reports clearly show. 
Tour committee oliserve, generally, by the proceedings of the several 
Grand Chapters, that the Royal Arch Masonry is prosperous and flourish- 
ing; a much greater degree of irterest is manitVsted in this great and 
good cause than has beeen witnessed on any former occasion. 

Tour committee observe that several of the Grand Chapters have had 
under consideration the subject, whether the Grand Chapter of Texas is, 
or is not, a legal body of Royal Arch Masons— while some have rejected 
them, others have made no decision upon the subject. Tour committee 
are of the opinion that the course pursed by this Grand Chapter in rela- 
tion to that subject, at its last convocation, was correct, and as no further 
evidence has been presented to them that they are legally and properly 
organized, they would recommend no action upon this subject at this 
time. 

Tour committee also observe that the question presented to this Grand 
Chapter at its last annual convocation, and continued to the present 
session, whether the Royal and Select Master's degrees be conferred by the 
Council, as has been the practice in this State, or in the Royal Arch Chap- 
ter, as is the practice in some of the States, has become a question of con- 
siderable importance in a number of the Grand Chapters, The Grand 
Chapter of Virginia is of the opinion that they should be conferred by 
the Royal Arch Chapter, and that Councils established for that purpose 
are irregular and unauthorized. But yourcommitte have seen Do evidence 
of that character, and, therefore, would be cautious in recommending a 
change of so much importance, of a long, successful, and well established 
usage, without good and sufficient reasons. 

Tour committee discover much that is interesting in these proceedings, 
but not of so much importance as to require action by this Grand Chap- 
ter. 'We would respectfully recommend the adoption of the following 
resolution : 

Sesolted, That this Grand Royal Arch Chapter reciprocate the courtesy 
of the several Grand Chapters in correspondence with us, and that our 
Grand Secretary be directed to forward to each of them a copy of the pro- 
ceedings of this Grand Convocation, and solicit a continuance of fraternal 
intercourse.

A communication was read from Companion Joshua Guilford, in behalf 
of Eureka Chapter No. 22, Oxford, setting forth the difficulties and em- 
barrassments of said Chapter, owing to its prefent location, and asking 
the Grand Chapter to authorize its removal to Waterbury. Whereupon, 
on motion of Companion D. Clark, it was 

Resoleed, That the location and effects of Eureka Chapter, No. 22, be 
removed from Oxford to Waterbury, and that the Grand Secretary be 
directed to give the Companions residing in Oxford notice of this vote.

The report of the committee appointed to revise the By-Laws was then 
taken up and further discussed ; when, after some amendments, the report 
was accepted, and the following articles adopted as the By-Laws of this 
Grand Chapter, and ordered to be published with the proceedings : 

BY-LAWS OF THE GRAND CHAPTER OF CONNECTICUT. 

ABTICLB I. 

The Constitution of the General Grand Chapter of Royal Arch Masons 
for the United States of America is adopted and approved by this Grand 
Chapter; and this Grand Chapter, its officers and members, and the 
several Chapters under its jurisdiction, and their officers and members, 
shall conform thereto, and the same shall be printed and distributed with 
the By-Laws of this Grand Chapter.

ARTICLE n. 

The Grand Officers of the Grand Chapter shall be a Grand High Priest, 
Deputy Grand High Priest, Grand King, Grand Scribe, Grand Secretary, 
Grand Treasurer, Grand Chaplain and Grand Marshal, who shall severally 
be elected by ballot, at the Annual Convocation of the Grand Chapter; 
and the Grand High, Priest shall have power to appoint a Grand Sentinel, 
Grand Steward and Grand Tyler. 

ARTICLE III. 

The Grand Officers for the time being, the Past Grand Officers and the 
three presiding officers of the respective Chapters in this State, shall be 
members of the Grand Chapter. 

AKTICLE IV. 

A convocation of the Grand Chapter shall be holden annually on the 
second Thursday following the first Wednesday of May, at Hartford 
and New Haven, alternately, and the Grand High Priest and Deputy 
Grand High Priest may at any time order a special convocation, to be 
holden at such time and place as they shall think proper to appoint, giving 
the members at least ten days' notice. 

ARTICLE V. 

The Grand Chapter shall have power to constitute new Chapters, and 
grant charters, under the sign manual of the Grand High Priest, Deputy 
Grand High Priest, Grand King and Grand Scribe, which charter shall be 
countersigned by the Grand Secretary, who shall affix the seal of the 
Grand Chapter thereto ; and the Grand High Priest and Deputy Grand 
High Priest shall severally have power, during the recess of the Grand 
Chapter, to grant dispensations for new Chapters : 

Provided, that no charter or dispensation for the institution of a new 
Chapter, shall be granted, except on petition of nine regular Royal Arch 
Masons, which petition must be accompanied with a certificate from the 
Chapter nearest the place where the new Chapter is to be opened, recom- 
mending that such charter or dispensation be granted. And in all cases 
of such dispensation, the officers granting the same shall make report 
thereof at the nest convocation of the Grand Chapter, when a charter 
rpay be granted and the dispensation returned. 

Provided further, that; no charter or dispensation shall be granted with- 
out the fees for the same being first paid. 

ARTICLE VI. 

The several Chapters in this State shall be numbered according to the 
dates of their respective charters ; and each Chapter that may be hereafter 
constituted by this Grand Chapter, shall pay to the Grand Treasurer, for 
the use of the Grand Chapter, ninety dollars, and a fee of ten dollars to 
the Grand Secretary, before receiving their charter. 
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ARTICLE Til. 

The Grand Chapter shall superintend the general police of the respec- 
tive Chapters in this State, and shall order and direct the particular and 
uniform mode of exaltation, and shall hear and determine on all appeals 
of Companions regularly taken from the decisions of any Chapter, and 
shall affirm or reverse such decision, in whole or in part, as they shall 
deem meet and proper. 

ARTICLE VIII. 

It shall be incumbent on the Grand High Priest, Deputy Grand High 
Priest, Grand King and Grand Scribe, severally to improve themselves in 
the sublime arts and work of Mark Master, Past Master, Most Excellent 
Master and Koyal Arch Mason, and to make themselves masters of the 
several Masonic Lectures and Ancient Charges ; whose right and duty it 
shall be, as often as opportunity presents, to visit and preside in the 
several Chapters in this State, and give such lectures and instructions as 
will tend to a proper and uniform mode of working ; always adhering to 
the ancient landmarJss of the order. 

ARTICLE IX. 

Each Chapter within the jurisdiction of this Grand Chapter shall 
demand and receive for each exaltation at least twenty dollars, viz. : four 
dollars for each degree above the Master and below the Royal Arch, and 
eight dollars for the Royal Arch, whereof shall be paid to the Grand 
Chapter one dollar for each exaltation. 

ARTICLE X. 

The several Chapters in this State shall be represented in each convo- 
cation of the Grand Chapter, by one or more of the three first presiding 
officers of the respective Chapters, or by their regular proxies, and shall 
make their returns to the Grand Chapter of the names of the three pre- 
siding officers of their respective Chapters, together with the number and 
names of all new exalted Companions, during the then preceding year, 
under a penalty for neglect to do so (at the discretion of the Grand Chap- 
ter), which penalty shall not exceed eight dollars. 

ARTICLE XI. 

No Chapter shall exalt or advance to any degree conferred by said 
Chapter any candidate who resides within the jurisdiction of another 
Chapter, without the approbation and consent of the Chapter within 
whose jurisdiction such candidate resides first had and obtained by vote 
of such Chapter. 

ARTICLE XII. 

No Chapter under the jurisdiction of this Grand Chapter shall divide 
the funds, or any part thereof, belonging to such Chapter, among the 
81 
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members thereof, without the consent and approbation of the Grand 
Chapter first had and obtained. Provided, that this By-Law shall not pro- 
hibit the voting any sum from the funds of subordinate Chapters to 
worthy Companions, their widows and orphans, in distress or indigent 
circumstances. 

ABTICLE TrTTT. 

It shall be the duty of the Grand Secretary to receive all monies which 
shall from time to time become due to the Grand Chapter, make regular 
entries of the same, and pay them over to the Grand Treasurer, taking his 
receipt thereof; also to take charge of the archives and keep fair records 
of all the transactions of the Grand Chapter ; he shall also, at the close of 
each Grand Convocation, collect and arrange their proceedings, cause them 
to be printed and transmitted to the several Chapters in this State and 
elsewhere, as the Grand Chapter shall order, and for the performance of 
this service he shall receive such compensation as the Grand Chapter may 
direct. 

ABTICLE XXV. 

It shall be the duty of the Grand Treasurer to receive from the Grand 
Secretary all monies due the Grand Chapter, and keep regular accounts 
of the same ; and previous to the close of every yearly convocation, a com- 
mittee shall be appointed to examine and settle his accounts, who shall 
report at the next annual convocation ; and the Grand Treasurer shall pay 
from the monies by him received such bills as may be ordered by the 
Grand Chapter, or in the recess, by the M. E. Grand High Priest. 

AETICLE XV. 

Should any casualty prevent the election of the officers of this Grand 
Chapter, or any of the subordinate Chapters under its jurisdiction, at any 
stated annual convocation, the several officers shall retain their respective 
offices until successors are duly elected and qualified ; and in case any 
vacancy shall happen in said offices, in a subordinate Chapter, the same 
may be filled at any regular convocation, in the same manner as at the 
annual election. 

On motion of Companion Sanford, it was 

Sesohed, That the Grand Secretary have two hundred and fifty copies 
of the Constitution and By-Laws printed, for distribution to the members 
of the Grand Chapter and its subordinates, in addition to those published 
with the annual proceedings. 

The Grand Secretary reported that since the last annual convocation he 
had received the charters, books, jewels, regalia, &c., of two of the an-

suspension should extend to us. We therefore respectfully ask the Grand

Eureka, No. 23, Danbury, were not represented at the last annual convo- 
cation, and have thereby each incurred a penalty of eight dollars, accord- 
ing to Article 10th of the By-Laws of this Grand Chapter.

Resolved, That Union Chapter, No. 7, Jerusalem, No. 19, and Eureka, 
No. 23, be notified by the Grand Secretary that they have incurred a 
penalty of eight dollars each, which they are required to pay to this Grand 
Chapter, unless they appear and show good reason for their neglect in not 
being represented at our annual communication at New Haven, in May, 
1818. 
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The Standing Committee on Foreign Correspondence presented the fol- 
lowing report : 

To the M. JH. Orand Chapter of Gonnecticut : 

The Committee on Foreign Correspondence would respectfully report 
that during the past year they have received the printed proceedings of 
the Grand Clmpters in the following States: Maine, New Hampshire, 
Rhode Island, New York, Virginia, Maryland, North Carolina, Georgia, 
Ohio, Kentucky, Tennessee, Alabama, Florida, Louisiana, Mississippi, Mis- 
souri and Indiana. 

From the proceedings we learn that harmony prevails throughout the 
length and breadth of the land, and that at no previous period has the 
Masonic institution, from the lowest to the highest degree, enjoyed greater 
prosperity than at present. From Maine to Texas, acd through all the 
intermediate States, the right hand of fellowship is extended and fraternal 
intercourse is enjojed. Everywhere the clouds of ignorance and bigotry 
are scattering before that pure Masonic light which sheds a happy and 
hallowing influence over the institution aud its members. 

Here and there differences of opinion have arisen among the different 
Grand Chapters, such as must necessarily exist in every institution not 
perfect in itself, and spreading over so great an extent of territory. But 
in looking over the proceedings of the different Grand Chapters, your 
committee have not discovered any subject of misunderstanding which is 
at all calculated to destroy or mar the harmony of the institution ; on the 
contrary, they are happy to say that the tendency of discussion arising 
between different jurisdictions has resulted beneficially to all parties, 
bringing them nearer together, and making them better acquainted with 
each other. 

And here permit us to say, that the publication of the proceedings of 
the several Grand Chapters, which is of recent date, h/xa heen productive of 
great btneJilK. In the first place, the opportunity which it gives to the 
several Grand Chapters to interchange courtesies and fraternal intercourse 
with each other has strengthened bonds of brotherly union ; but the 
benefit is slight in comparison with the knowledge which the publication 
of these proceedings is extending among brethren of the same household, 
and to the world, of the object and design of the institution. 

No Masonic brother can read over these little books without feeling his 
heart grow warm within him, that the institution to which he belongs is 
extending itself over our wide country, and carrjing with it blessings 
which he understands, and knows how to appreciate. And these records 
also vindicate to the world the institution against the foul calumnies 
which have been wickedly heaped upon it during the past few years. 

By a slight examination of the reports from a few of the Grand Chap- 
ters, we shall soon discover the progress of the institution throughout the 
United States. 
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MAINE. 

latelligence comes to us from this eastern extremity of our country of 
a cheering character. Here the institution ranks high, and deservedly so, 
for among its members we find many of her most distinguished sons. If 
the light, which springs from the eastern horizon, shall penetrate to the 
setting sun, undimmed in its effusions, the day will soon come when Ma- 
sonry shall hold its deserved place throughout the land, where the carp- 
ings of ignorance and bigotry cannot reach it. 

The proceedings of the Grand Chapter of this State are in the highest 
degree interesting, and. show that the order is in a flourishing condition. 

Four Chapters were represented, and harmony characterized its pro- 
ceedings. 

NEW HAMPSHIRE. 

We have a good account of the proceedings of this Grand Chapter. It 
was convened at Concord, on the 14th day of June, 1848. For the pur- 
pose of instruction and systemntizing their work, this Grand Chapter 
app inted a competent and thorough Lecturer to vis-it every part of the 
State, and give insiructions to eaih Cliapter under its jurisdiction. This 
appointment recommends itsilf to the good sense of every one, and we 
rejoice to learn that the example hiis been followed in several other States. 
A uuiform system of work should be established throughout the United 
States, as its tendency must inevitably be to jjromote that harmony so 
essentially necessary for the preservaion of all societies. Nothing could 
be more productive of confusion than that each Chapter should have a 
system of work peculiar to itself, different from every other under the 
same jurisdiction. 

Four Chapters were fully represented in this Grand Chapter, and twen- 
ty two exaltations reported, \\hich looks well for the prosperity of the 
institution, flourishing, as it were, under the very droppings of the miasma 
which came fiom beyond the Green mountains. 

VEIIMONT. 

In this State the Grand Chapter has been dormant for many years, but 
we rejoice to learn that the indications now are that in this hot bed of 
anti-masonry the Arch will soon be reconstructed in its uniform beauty 
and strength. 

KHODE ISLAND. 

The Grand Chapter is doing well in this State. They hold Quarterly 
Communications, which are well attended and exhibit a great degree of 
prosperity. 

NEW YORK. 

Little need be said of the doings of this Grand Chapter. Their pub- 
lished proceedings show that they ai'e busy at work, and that harmony 
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prevails throughout the entire jurisdiction. In the lower degrees much 
confusion has of late existed by the analogystical portion of two bodies, 
both calling themselves regular. We hope the difficulty arising from that 
source will soon be settled to the entire satisfaction of all parties. We 
rejoice to learn that these difficulties have not extended into the Chapter. 

MAEYLAND. 

The proceedings of this Grand Chapter exhibit a good degree of pros- 
perity for the institution in this State. Tliey assembled in Baltimore, 
November 13th, 1848, and continued in session twq.days. Their delibera- 
tions were characterized by that harmony and ability which might be 
expected from an assembly composed of the most eminent among men 
and Masons. 

TIHGINIA. 

This Grand Chapter assembled in the city of Richmond, Dec. 14th, 
1848, and continued in session two days. By the report of their proceed- 
ings, we learn that the institution is in a high degree of prosperity in this 
ancient commonwealth. There are thirty live Chapters in the State, twen- 
ty-six of which are in full working order. The remaining nine, though 
long dormant, we aie happy to say are beginning to exhibit signs of 
returning animation. 

We notice, in an able report on the subject of the Royal and Select 
degrees, before the Grand Chapter of Virginia, that allusion is made, in 
the most courteous and respectful terms, to a resolution adopted by our 
own body in 1847, wherein it is established as the judgment of the 
Grand Chapter of Connecticut that those degrees should not be conferred 
in a Royal Arch Chapter. Our Virginia Companions fay : " We beg to 
ask a reconsideration of this subject by the Grand Chapter of Connecticut, 
and to recall their attention to the report on this question, in the pro- 
ceedings of the Grand Chapter of Virginia, at its annual convocation in 
December, 1845, and also to a circular of the Grand Chapter of Mary- 
land, of May, 1837, as to when and' where the error began, and how; and 
also to the opinion of the General Grand Chapter of the United States on 
the same subject." To this request of our esteemed Companions of Vir- 
ginia, the committee have no doubt the Grand Chapter will be inclined to 
yield the most respectful deference ; and as nothing could be accomplished 
by this body with regard to the Royal and Select degrees, without the 
CO operation of the Grand Council of Select Masters— that body having 
the sole jurisdiction of the subordinate Councils in this State, and whose 
members, having received these degrees in such Councils, are under solemn 
and binding obligations to maintain its Constitution and By-Laws— we 
recommend that the attention of the Grand Council be directed to the 
subject, by laying before that body the several documents alluded to in 
the report of the committee of the Grand Chapter of Virginia, with such 
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other means of information on the subject as may be in the possession of 
this Grand ChaiJter. 

Our limits will not allow to notice particularly the reports of the several 
Grand Chapters in the States of Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Louisiana, 
Mississippi and Texas, in each of which the institution is in a flourishing 
condition, and aho in the several Western States, where Masonry is com- 
paratively, as yet, in its infancy. By the published reports from these 
different States, we are gratified to learn that the institution, though 
young in years, is firmly established by the zeal and industry of its mem- 
bers. Our Eastein brethren will soon find that they must work early and 
late, and strive diligently, or they will be far behind in prosperity, and in 
the promotion and extension of those good works which are the glory 
of the Masonic institution. 

But we must not forget to notice, in this brief summary of the proceed- 
ings of the several Grand Chapters, the proceedings also of the General 
Grand Chapter of the United States. We have perused the report with 
great pleasure and satisfaction. Its members coming from every portion 
of the United States, and interchanging with each other those friendly 
feelings which should ever exist between brethren, must have been in the 
highest degree interesting to every lover of that harmony which ought 
ever to exist in the Masonic fraternity. Originally we had many fears 
tliat the influence of such a body would be productive of mischief, and 
subvei-sive of the independence of the Grand Chapters in the different 
States. But the proceedings of this body at its last triennial session, and 
also of its various sessions, have satisfied us that its tendency is not such 
as we anticipated, but, on the other hand, the result has been much to the 
benefit of the institution We have seen no design on the part of the 
General Grand Chapter to usurp rights which do not belong to it, nor to 
dictate upon matters which appropriately belong to the several Grand 
Chapters. There are questions and diflRculties which will frequently arise 
between diflferent Grand Chapters, upon matters of jurisdiction, which 
cannot be settled between the conflicting parties; these appropriately 
belong to the General Grand Chapter. The duty of settling difficulties of 
this character has frequently devolved upon the General Grand Chapter. 
At times questions of this character have arisen which threatened to dis- 
turb the peace and harmony of the institution, and to sever the bonds of 
fraternal intercourse, but these unhappy differences have been settled to the 
satisfaction of all parties, when a reconciliation seemed impossible, by tlie 
timely mediation of the General Grand Chapter. We hope no foolish 
jealousy will arise to cripple its energies or impair its usefulness. 

At its last triennial session, which was held in the city of Columbus, 
State of Ohio, on the 14th day of September, 1847, representatives were in 
attendance from eighteen Grand Chapters, viz. : Maine, New Hamp- 
shire, Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Connecticut, New York, Maryland, 
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Ohio, Kentucky, Indiana, Tennessee, Mississippi, Georgia, Alabama and 
Louisiana. 

Its session continued five days, and a vast amount of business, indicat- 
ing the pros-pi'rity of the institution, was accomplished. 

Its next triennial meeting will be held at Boston, in the State of Massa- 
chusetts, on the 2d Tuesday of September, A. D., 1850. At which time 
and place we shall hope to witness an assembly representing every Grand 
Chapter in the United States, which shall do honor to the Masonic insti- 
tution. 

In conclusion, your committee would recommefid that a copy of the 
report of the proceedings of this Grand Chapter be forwarded to each of 
the Grand Chapters in the United States, and also to the General Grand 
Chapter of the United States.

To the M. E. Grand Chapter : 

The undersigned, having been appointed at the last convocation of this 
body, the Committee on Foreign Correspondence, beg leave to report that 
they have received from the hands of the Grand Secretary copies of the 
proceedings of the following Grand Chapters, viz. : New York, Indiana, Mis- 
souri, Virginia, Louisiana, Kentucky, Georgia, Maine, Mississippi, Florida, 
Tennessee and Ohio ; in addition to which, the committee are happy to 
state, that they have also received a copy of the doings of the Grand 
Royal Arch Chapter in Vermont, at its re-organization in July, 1849, by 
which they learn that this branch of our beloved order has been finally, 
and we hope permanently, revived in that formerly very anti-masonic 
State. 

From the communications received, the committee are gratified to per- 
ceive that the various Grand Chapters are, in the main, in a prosperous 
and encouraging condition; and we hope for great usefulness through 
their beneficent instrumentality. 

The sulijects generally presented in the several reports are those of a 
limited interest; there is one, however, from the manner in which it has 
been referred to, bears a more important character, and may perhaps justly 
claim a passing notice from tliis committee. The proper location and 
jurisdiciion of the degrees of Royal and Select Master has been con.-ider- 
abfy discus-ed by several Graud Chapters; and an efibrt has beeu made 
to wrest these degrees from the jurisdiction of the Grand Councils, the 
property which cons-titutes iheir very lieing, and giving them to the con- 
trol and disposal of the Giand Chapters. The committee, after considi r- 
ing what hai been said in relation to this suliject, and under a sense of 
justice and right, reiterate the former decision of this Grand Chapter, 
affirming the incompetency of a Ch«pfer to exercise any right or control 
over the degrees of Royal and Select Master. The committee further 
deem it somewhat p( rtinent to say that tliey are unable to discover how, 
as members of the Chapter, we can in any way intermeddle with degrees 
which, according to our obligations, are placed beyond our knowledge as 
Royal Arch Masons. 

The committee have also received a copy of the Constitution of the 
General Grand Royal Arch Chapter of the United States of America, and 
have only to suggest in relation to it, that the fees ($90) charged for insti- 
tuting a new Royal Arch Chapter appear inordinately high, and recommend 
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that our representatives to the next session of that body be instructed to 
use their influence to procure such an amendment of the Constitution as 
shall reduce the charter fees to more just and equitable proportions. 

The committee recommend that a continuance of fraternal interchange 
and correspondence with the various Grand Chapters of the Union be 
affectionately solicited.

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The M. E. Grand High Priest delivered to the Grand Chapter the fol- 
lowing address: 

Companions: Another year is added to the past, and at the commence- 
ment of another new Masonic year, permit me to congratulate you upon 
the great and increasing prosperity of Royal Arch Masonry throughout the 
length and breadth of our country. 

The occasion is one of congratulation among ourselves for the continued 
prosperity and brightening prospects of Royal Arch Masonry within our 
own borders. I am gratified in being able to state from the proceedings 
of the Grand Chapters with whom we hold correspondence, that a lively 
interest and an increasing prosperity is manifested in their several juris- 
dictions, a more particular account of which will be laid before you by 
our Committee on Foreign Correspondence. In some sections of our 
country, where it seemed that the blight of Anti-Masonry had entirely 
extinguished the energies and blasted the hopes of the Companions, yet 
the beautiful tree of Masonry is again budding forth, and gives cheering ■ 
promise of an abundant harvest of fruit. ' 

Companions, we are again permitted to assemble in obedience to our 
Constitutional requirements, as the officers and members of the Grand 
Chapter of Connecticut. 

A painful duty devolves on me of announcing to this Grand Chapter 
the death of our estimable Companion, CnAUNCftiY Burgbss, who has 
been long known to us as a worthy and highly esteemed brother. He was 
an active member of the Masonic fraternity, and held various and import- 
ant offices in our institution ; among them was Grand King of this Grand 
Chapter at tlje time of his death. He understood and justly appreciated 
the principles and usages of our institution, and was, in its day of ad- 
versity, its firm friend and able defender. He was constant in his attend- 
ance as an officer of this Grand Chapter, and was ever ready to discharge 
every duty required of him. His loss will long be felt by this Grand 
Chapter as one of its warmest supporters and friends. 

Companions, as we are now in this Masonic Temple about to enter upon 
the important duties which we have assembled here to perform, let us be 
divested of every selfish consideration, of every feeling not in harmony 
with the principles we profess — of every prejudice and impulse calculated 
to mar our deliberations or dishonor our noble, our btloved institution; 
but permit me to indulge the hope that our deliberations will be marked 
by that courtesy, fraternal regard and charity that should ever characterize 
the intercourse of all upright and intelligent Masons. 

Since our last annual convocation I have, on application in proper form, 
granted a dispensation for a Chapter at New Britain, by the name of 
Giddings Chapter, Henry A. Hull, H P., Loyal Dudley, King, and Wm. 
G. Coe, Scribe. It has been my privilege during the past year to visit 
and preside in the following Chapters, viz. : Pythagoras at Hartford, 
Franklin at New Haven, Union at New LondoUj Franklin at Norwich, 
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Jerusalem at Brigeport, Eureka at Waterbury, Warren at Pomfret, and 
the Chapter working under dispensation at New Britain, all of which I 
am happy to state are in a prosperous and flourishing condition ; and most 
of the other Chapters in the State, which I have not had the pleasure to 
visit during the past year, I am happy to learn are in a healthy condition. 

But, Companions, in our prosperity, in our rejoicings, it may be well for 
us to remember that the hour of prosperity is frequently the hour of danger. 
The fairest flower frequently produces the deadliest poison. Elated by 
success, we too often become careless and neglectful of the means by which 
success was acquired, and by which alone its continuance can be secured. 
To this source may be mainly attributed most of the adverse circumstances 
to which our institution has from time to time been subjected. The doors 
of our Lodges and Chapters have sometimes swung too easily upon their 
hinges. The Tyler has been too often found sleeping at his post. We 
are apt to forget, Companions, that the strength of every society, more 
especially this of ours, lies in the character and intelligenc, not in the 
number of its members. Let this truth be inscribed in indellible characters 
over the High Priest's Sanctuary in every Chapter in our land, and all will 
be well. 

There is another cause of detriment to our institution, to which it may 
not be out of place here to allude. It is the want of proper care in the 
selection of oflicers of our institution. On .this point it will be sufficient 
to cite the rule as given in the earliest Constitution of the order. It is as 
follows: "All preferment among Masons is grounded upon real worth and 
persona! merit only ; that so the lords may be well served, the brethren 
not put to shame, nor the craft despised — therefore no Master nor Warden 
is chosen by seniority, but for his merit." 

At the General Grand Chapter, held at Boston in September last, many 
subjects of interest to Royal Arch Masons were disposed of; among them 
were the following : 



"Mesohed, That according to the usages of Masonry from time imme- 
morial, on a question i)f order, no appeal can of right be taken from the 
decisions of tlie presiding officer in any Royal Arch Chapter to the body 
over which he presides. 

^'JResolved, That, in the opinion of this General Grand Chapter, all per- 
sons who have been e.xpelled or suspended for unmasonic conduct by any 
regular Lodge or Giand Lodge of competent jurisdiction, from the rights 
and privileges of Masonry, should be forbidden to visit or tit in any Grand 
or subordinate Chapter. And it is the duty of all Royal Arch Masons to 
abstain from all Masonic communication with persoLs so expelled or sus- 
pended, until they shall be duly restored to their former rights and 
privileges." 

There was also a committee appointed to inquire into and report upon 
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the expediency of the establishment of a Representative Fund for the pay- 
ment of the necessary expenses of delegates attending the General Grand 
Chapter ; and also to report permanent salaries and mileage to such General 
Grand Officers as should be entitled to the same. The committee attended 
to the duties of their appointment and made their report to the General 
Grand Chapter, which was favorable to a Representative Fund, and 
recommended that each and every State Grand Chapter, entitled to repre- 
sentation in the General Grand Chapter, be assessed the sum of fifty dol- 
lars, to be paid to the General Grand Secretary on or before the first day 
of August, 1858, and that a like assessment be made at each and every 
meeting of the General Grand Chapter, whether triennial or special, ot an 
assessment sufficient to defray the mileage and per diem of representa- 
tives; and that each representative from State Grand Chapters be allowed 
$1.50 per diem, and three cents per mile going and returning from said 
General Grand Chapter ; and that each and every elected officer of the 
General Grand Chapter be allowed $3.00 per diem for his attendance, 
and five cents per mile going and returning from the same. 

But before action- was taken upon the report of the committee, a reso- 
lution was offered and adopted by the General Grand Chapter, which was 
as follows : 

'■'■Resohed, That the report of the committee on the creation of a Repre- 
sentative Fund and a fixed compensation to the General Grand Officers be 
postponed until the next triennial convocation of this General Grand 
Chapter, and that the State Grand Chapters be requested to express their 
opinions on this subject." 

I would therefore recommend to this Grand Chapter to take the subject 
into consideration at our present meeting, and express their opinion in 
in relation to the same. 

In conclusion, Companions, may the blessing of the Grand High Priest 
of our salvation be upon our deliberations. May His Spirit guard and 
watch over us for our good and His glory, until we stiall all meet in the 
Sanctuary above, where the Supreme High Priest forever presides — for- 
ever reigns.

Companion Abell, from the Committee on Foreign Correspondence, sub- 
mitted the following report, which was accepted : 

To the M. B. Orand Chaptw of the State of Connecticut : 

The Committee on Foreign Correspondence, appointed at the last session 
of this body, beg leave to report that there have been placed in their 
hands printed records of the proceedings of the Grand Chapters of the 
States of Mississippi, Ohio, Tennessee, Virginia, Kentucky, North Caro- 
lina, Vermont, Indiana, Missouri, Georgia, Maine, Wisconsin, New York 
and Florida, for 1850; New Hampshire, for 1849-50; Rhode Island, for 
1847-50 inclusive, and Mississippi, for 1851. They have also received the 
proceedings of the G. G. Chapter of Royal Arch Masons, for 1850, and 
the copy of an address delivered by M. E. Charles Scott, on the occasion 
of his instalUtion as Grand High Priest of the Grand Chapter of the 
State of Mississippi. We have examined these documents as thoroughly 
as the time we could command would allow, and are gratified to be able to 
say that they give a favorable representation of Masonic interest in the 
various sections of the country from which they come. 

The papers seem very clearly to evince the fact that great, and, in the 
main, wise and efficient attention has been given to matters of local legis- 
lation. In relation also to the essential principles and practices of R. A. 
Masonry there is much uniformity of sentiment and action. It must, 
nevertheless, be regarded as a matter of regret that occasional topics arise, 
leading to variance of feeling and opinion, which are not so readily dis- 
posed of or adjusted as the lover of Masonic harmony and prosperity 
might desire. 

We instance, as more prominent, perhaps, than any other subject, the. 
conflicting views entertained respecting the location of the Royal and 
Select Masters degrees, and the jurisdiction to which they rightfully be- 
long. This matter is discussed or referred to in nea ly every report which 
has come under the notice of your committee ; and after all the research, 
perseverance, and pertinacity of opinion which characterize this contro- 
versy, it appears as little likely satisfactorily to settle the question as ever. 
This Grand Body has lieictofore expressed its conviction on this point, 
and your committee discover no sufficient occasion for recommending the 
modification or reversal of its decisicm, coinciding, as we do, in the senti- 
ments expressed by the G. H. P. of the Grand Chapter of Georgia, "that 
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we are io use and transmit to others Masonic knowledge in no other man- 
ner than that in which we receive it," and that " if the Royal Arch Chap- 
ters had not the jurisdiction of the Royal and Select degrees in the 
beginning, they cannot now get it by their own act." 

By the report of the doings of the General Grand Chapter, at its triennial 
session, held in Boston in September last, we learn that that body revised 
and rendered complete, so far as was practicable under the circumstances, 
the Work and Lectures of R. Arch Masonry. It is earnestly hoped that 
this Grand Body will take efficient measures to secure to its subordinates 
the benefit of said supervision. 

Your committee beg leave to say that the labor of examining these 
various reports has been somewhat brightened and relieved by noticing 
in the proceedings of the Grand Chapter of Indiana, the presentation of 
a silver cup to Mrs. Sarah Bolton, of Indianapolis, in complimentary return 
for an appropriate and beautiful Ode, written by her for use on the occa- 
sion of the laying of the corner stone of the Grand Lodge Hall, at In- 
dianapolis, in 1848. This ode richly merits preservation and circulation, 
and we respectfully recommend that it be published in connection with 
the proceedings of this Grand Chapter. 

Although the Grand Chapter of Kentucky seems not seasonably to have 
received copies of our printed minutes, — and some of the otlier Grand 
Chapteis appear to have suffered llie same cilamity,—-we ftill reiterate our 
conviction of the beneficial effects of these fraternal interchanges of 
thought and opinion; and while we solicit their continuance, we will 
endeavor in future more promptly to reciprocate the courtesy. 

Tour committee beg leave to say. in conclusion, that even a cursory 
glance at the documents before us was sufficient to convince the mott 
skeptical that Free Masonry, as yet, is by no means delunct. Kotwith- 
standing the severity, the intenisity, of the opposition with which it has 
met in former years ; notwithstanding the Rip Van Winkle repose with 
which it has been oppressed in many parts of the country, it still survives, 
and is every where arising and disencumbering itself from its unnatural 
lethargy. The prophecies of its enemies have been signally falsified. 
Foes without and foes within have not been sufficiently numerous and 
powerful to destroy its hold upon the hearts and the hopes of men. It 
shall have its vicissitudes; it shall also have its successes and its triumphs. 
Truly the symbol, the " Great and the Good "—light amid the darkness of 
time— it shall perish only when the journeying of mortality shall be 
finished, and " there shall be no more night."

The Grand Chapter was opened in due form, and the M. E. Grand High 
Priest appointed a committee on credentials, who reported the above list 
of Grand Officers, Past Grand Officers, and Beprcsentatives of sub- 
ordinate Chapteis, as present and entitled to stats as members of the 
Grand Chapter. 

On motion, it was 

Voted, That the report be accepted and the committee discharged. 

On motion of Companion Palmer, an invitation was extended to all 
Royal Arch Masons in good standing to visit the Grand Chapter at its 
present convocation. 
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The M. E. Grand High Priest delivered to the Grand Chapter the fol- 
lowing address : 

Gompanionx : We have again assembled in a Masonic character for the 
transaction of the duties devolving on the annual convocation of the Grand 
Chapter of Connecticut. 

Since our last annual convocation I have granted a Dispensation to a 
constitutional number of Companions residing at Fair Haven, to form a 
Chapter of Royal Arch Masons in that flourishing village, by the name of 
Pulaski Chapter. No. 26, E. G. Storer, High Priest, H. N. Newton, King, 
Ralph Warren, Scribe ; and I am gratified in being able to state that they 
are doing a safe and prosperous business, and their new workmen are pre- 
senting woik for inspection far too valuable to be thrown over among the 
rubbish of the Temple. 

We have now under our jurisdiction eigMeen working Chapters, and 
what is most gratifying to every Royal Arch Mason, no jar, no discord, and 
no want of harmony exists within the veil of our sacred Tabernacle, all 
being in peace and harmony, and ready to present to the Master Overseer 
for his inspection such work as he is authorized to receive. 

The prospect presented by the proceedings of the various Grand 
Chapters in correspondence with this Grand Chapter, is full of hope 
and encouragement Reports come to us from the North, from the 
South, from the East, and from the West, that Royal Arch Masonry is 
prospering in every part of our Union, a more particular description of 
which will be laid before you by our Committee on Foreign Corre- 
spondence. 

It has been practiced to some extent in this State for three or more 
Past Masters to confer the degree of Past Master upon the Master elect of 
a Blue Lodge, without tlie sanction of any Royal Arch Chapter. I would 
therefore submit to this Grand Chapter, that the degree of Past Master 
being a constitutional deegree, whether any body of Masons attempting to 
confer it without the sanction of a Royal Arch Chapter, is not unconsti- 
tutional and illegal. The General Grand Royal Arch Constitution, article 
2d, section 3d, reads thus : " The several State Grand Chapters shall have 
the sole government and superintendence of the several Royal Arch Chap- 
ters and Lodges of Most Excellent, Past and Mark Master Masons within 
their respective jurisdictions." And section 5th, of the same article, reads 
thus : " No dispensation or charter shall be granted for instituting Lodges 
of Most Excellent, Past, or Mark Masters, independent of a Chapter of 
Royal Arch Masons." Article 9th of the By-Laws of the Grand Chapter 
of Connecticut, reads thus: "Each Chapter within the jurisdiction of this 
Grand Chapter shall demand and receive for each exaltation at least 
twenty dollars, viz. : four dollars for each degree above the Master and 
below the Royal Arch, and eight dollars for the Royal Arch degree." 

I would recommend that the annual meetings of the subordinate Chap- 
ters under the jurisdiction of this Grand Chapter, be held on the last 
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week in April, that the High Priest elect of each subordinate Chapter 
may be fully qualified to govern his Chapter by taking the holy Order of 
High Priesthood at the Grand Council of High Priests holden on the 
seconid week in May, annually. 

I would also call your attention to the subject of conferring the Chap- 
ter degrees upon a Master Mason who has but one arm, about which so 
much has been said during the last few years. This subject was brought 
before the General Grand Chapter of the United States, at their last 
triennial convocation, but was postponed until their next meeting, to be 
held' at Lexington, Kentucky, on the second Tuesday in September, 1853. 
I know of no other business to which it is my duty to call your attention 
at this time. . 

Companions, I have had the honor to preside over the deliberations of 
this Grand Chapter for the past two years, during which time I have 
been much with the subordinate Chapters, and assisted them in their 
labors, giving them such instructions in their work as in my judgment 
they required. In performing this part of my duty, Companions, I have 
enjoyed unspeakable pleasure. 

But to follow in the footsteps of my " illustrious predecessors," custom 
requires that I should now retire from office, and from all the active duties 
of the same. In doing so, permit me, my Companions, to tender to you 
my grateful acknowledgements for your repeated confidence in placing me 
at the head of the Grand' Chapter, and for the respect and attention you 
have ever shown me while discharging my official duties. 

In selecting one of your number to fill this responsible office, it is all 
important that he should possess correct Masonic acquirements, that the 
subordinate Chapters may be benefitted by his counsel, advice and 
instructions. 

, In conclusion. Companions, permit me to offer my most ardent wishes 
for the prosperity of our beloved institution; and when our journey 
over the rough and rugged path of life is ended, may we all be admitted 
through the White Veil into the presence of the Great I AM, the Grand 
High Priest above.

The Grand Chapter was opened in due form. The M. E. Grand High 
Priest appointed Companions E. G. Storer and George F. Daskam a com- 
mittee on credentials. The committee having attended to the duty 
assigned to them, reported the foregoing list of ofiicers, past officers 
and representatives as present, and entitled to membership in the Grand 
Chapter. 

On motion, it. was 

Voted, That the report be accepted and the committee discharged. 
On motion of Companion Palmer, an invitation was given to all Royal 
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Arch Masons in good standing to visit the Grand Chapter during the 
present convocation. 
The M. B. Grand High Priest then delivered the following address : 

Companions : We have again assembled, as Royal Arch Masons, for the 
transaction of the duties devolving upon the annual convocation of the 
Grand Chapter of Connecticut. 

Sometime in February last, a petition was presented to me, signed by a 
requisite number of Companions, residing in Meriden and adjoining towns, 
asking for a new Chapter to be located in the town of Meriden. which 
petition was recommended by Washington Chapter, No. 6, at Middletown. 
After advising with the Grand Secretary and other officers and members 
of the Grand Chapter, I granted them a dispensation, by the name of Key- 
Stone Chapter, No. 27. I have visited this new Chapter several times, and 
assisted them in conferring the honors of Royal Arch Masonry on several 
candidates ; and if the character of the men on whom the honors have 
been bestowed is any guarantee of success, we may reasonably expect that 
Key-Stone Chapter is destined to take a high stand among the Chapters 
in our juiisdiction. Their dispensation will be returned at this convoca- 
tion and a charter asked for, the granting of which is cordially recom- 
mended. 

I have also, at a request of a number of the members of the late 
Solomon's Chapter, No. 3, in Derby, granted a dispensation for the 
renewal of Royal Arch Masonry in that town and vicinity. They have 
commenced labor in that ancient Chapter with encouraging prospects 
of success, and I doubt not that the Grand Chapter will cheerfully respond _ 
to their request for the restoration of their charter. 

I have likewise visited several other Chapters, hi different parts of the^ 
State, during the past year, though not as many as I should have done, 
but for a protracted illness of several months, which incapacitated me for 
business of any kind. The visits that I have made, however, together 
with reliable information from various quarters, enables me to state, which 
I do with much pleasure, that the past has been a year of unusual pros- 
perity within the Royal Arch jurisdiction of this State. A measure of 
success has attended the labors of our Companions, which calls for our 
most devout gratitude to Him who sitteth between the cherubim, and in 
whose strength alone we can hope to succeed in any great and important 
undertaking. 

In a few remarks submitted to the Grand Chapter at its last annual 
convocation, I took occasion to call your attention to what I deemed an 
inconsistency in practice with reference to the Past Master's degree. I 
regret to learn from the proceedings of some of our sister Grand Chapters, 
that my views on this subject have been misunderstood. My sole object 
in alluding to this degree on that occasion was to point out the inconsist- 
ency of holding it as a constitutional Chapter degree, and at the same 
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time conferring it on Masters elect of symbolic Lodges, without any 
authority from a Chapter. I did not presume to claim that the degree 
properly belonged to Chapters only, and that it ought not to be conferred 
on Masters of Lodges: on the contrary, I fully concur in the views pre- 
sented by our Committee on Foreign Correspondence in their report to our 
' last annual convocation, and earnestly desire to see the Past Master's 
degree placed under a jurisdiction where it may be used in accordance 
with its original design, without any violation of duty or allegiance to 
Royal Arch authority. As this subject has been more fully discussed in 
the report on Foreign Correspondence, I do not deem it necessary to 
extend these remarks. I will only add that this matter seems to me of 
sufficient importance to receive the careful consideration of the Grand 
Chapter. 

In conclusion. Companions, may the blessing of the Grand High Priest 
of our Salvation be upon our deliberations ! May His Spirit guard and 
watch over us for our good and His glory, until we shall all meet in the 
sanctuary above, where the Supreme Grand High Priest forever presides, 
forever reigns !

Your committee, having briefly examined the address of the M. E. 
<Grand High Priest, would report that in thgir opinion the subject of the 
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charters therein alluded to, and also that of the Past Master's degree, 
demand the consideration of the Grand Chapter. The former having 
been referred to an appropriate committee, the latter only remains to be 
noticed by this committee. 

In regard to the Past Master's degree, your committee agree with the

GKAND CHAPTER OF CONNECTICUT. 



ACT OF INCORPORATION. 



At a General Assembly of the State of Connecticut, holden at Hartford, 
in said State, on the first Wednesday of May, in the year of our Lord 
one thousand eight huidred and twenty-seven. 

"Whereas, sundry persons in this State, who are called Royal Arch Masons, 
have formed themselves into an association, or society, called and known 
by the name of the " Grand Chapter of the State of Connecticut," and 
have acquired a considerable amount of funds, for charitable and 
benevolent purposes, but have found it inconvenient and unsafe to hold 
or dispose of those funds without corporate powers : 
Besohed h/ this AsaemWy, That John R. Watrous, Laban Smith, Thomas 
Hubbard, William H. Jones, and such other persons as now are or here- 
after shall become members of said Association, or Grand Chapter, be and' 
they hereby are made and constituted a corporation or body politic by 
the name of the " Grand Chapter of the State or Connbcticot," and 
by that name may have perpetual succession, and shall be capable in law of 
suing and being sued, pleading and being impleaded, defending and being 
defended, in all courts and places whatever, and may have and use a com- 
mon seal, and may alter the same at pleasure ; and may hold, use, manage, 
and convey property, real, personal, or mixed, to an amount that shall 
produce an annual income not exceeding three thousand dollars. 

Resolved furtJter, That said corporation may, iiom time to time, elect 
such officers as they shall judge expedient; make such by-laws as they 
shall deem necessary and proper to regulate their concerns, and not incon- 
sistent with the constitution and laws of this State or of the United 
States ; and may admit members of their body in the manner and on the 
terms which they shall judge most conducive to the welfare of the cor- 
poration, and may prescribe the manner of calling and the times and 
places of holding their meetings, except the first meeting to organize said 
corporation, which shall be held at the Tontine Cofiee House, in the city 
of New Haven, on the second Thursday after the first Wednesday of May, 
A. D. 1828. 

Besohed further, That this act may be altered or repealed at the pleasure 
of the General Assembly.
